CONSTITUTION. 


Preamble.  We,  the  undersigned,  breeders  of  Atwood  Merino  Sheep, 
recognizing  the  value  of  the  Atwood  Merinos  in  their  purity,  and  when  crossed 
with  other  families  of  the  Merino  race,  and  esteeming  it  highly  important  that 
their  blood  should  remain  intact,  and  a  trustworthy  record  made  of  the  fact, 
that  shall  be  accepted  as  final  authority  in  all  questions  of  Pedigree,  and  de¬ 
siring  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  all  those  who  breed  pure  Atwood  Merino 
Sheep,  do  hereby  agree  to  unite  in  forming  an  Association  and  submitting  to 
the  laws  thereby  under  this  Constitution  for  the  publication  of  a  Register  to 
zealously  guard  the  purity  of  the  blood  of  our  flocks,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
increasing  our  information  and  skill  as  sheep  breeders. 

ARTICLE  I  This  Association  shall  be  styled  The  Vermont  Atwood 
Merino  Sheep  Club. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  members  of  this  Club  shall  comprise  only  the  origi¬ 
nal  signers  of  this  Constitution,  breeders  of  pure  Atwood  Merino  Sheep  and 
no  other  full-blooded  Merinos,  and  such  other  persons  with  like  qualifications  as 
may  be  admitted  as  hereafter  provided. 

ARTICLE  III.  The  officers  of  this  Club  shall  consist  of  a  President,  two 
Vice-Presidents  and  three  Directors,  to  be  elected  at  the  same  time,  who  to¬ 
gether  shall  constitute  an  executive  board,  with  power  to  manage  the  affairs  of 
the  Club,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution.  They  shall  appoint  a 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  a  Pedigree  Committee  of  three,  from  members  of 
the  Club,  save  the  Secretary,  who  may  be  c',. ployed  from  outsiders.  They 
shall  fix  the  location  of  the  headquarters  of  tV  Ob  b  and  proscribe  the  man¬ 
ner  in  which  its  business  shall  be  transacted,  'i  he  chief  officers  and  directors 
for  the  present  year  shall  be  made  by  the  o;  urinal  Jgners  of  this  Constitution, 
by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot  when  at  least  fifteen  signatures  have  been  re¬ 
ceived.  The  officers  and  directors  thus  chosen  shall  serve  until  their 
successors  shall  have  been  appointed.  The  Executive  Board  may  fill  vacan¬ 
cies  occurring  in  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall,  be  held  on  the 
third  Thursday  in  January  of  each  year,  at  such  place  as  may  be  designated  by 
the  Executive  Board  (of  which  notice  shall  be  served  at  least  one  month  pre¬ 
viously),  for  the  discussion  of  questions  of  general  interest  to  the  Club,  and 
for  the  election  of  officers  and  directors  of  the  Executive  Board  for  the 
ensuing  year.  The  Executive  Board  may,  by  a  three-fifths  vote,  call  special 
meetings  of  the  Club,  subject  to  the  following  restrictions:  1.  At  least 
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twenty  days  shall  elapse  between  the  date  of  mailing  the  notices  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  and  the  date  of  holding  the  meeting.  2.  Notices  of  special  meetings 
shall  contain  an  announcement  of  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  held.  3.  No 
business  not  set  forth  in  the  notices  shall  be  acted  upon  at  such  meetings.  At 
all  meetings  of  the  Club,  members  may  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy.  At  all 
elections  of  officers  or  directors  of  the  Executive  Board,  a  majority  of  all  ballots 
cast  shall  elect. 

ARTICLE  V.  Each  applicant  for  membership  shall  be  a  resident  of  the 
United  States,  an  owner  and  breeder  of  straight  Atwood  Merino  Sheep  and  no 
other  full-blooded  Merinos,  and  shall  be  recommended  by  two  members  of  the 
Club.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary' to  send  the  name  of  the  applicant 
and  of  the  members  recommending  him  to  all  members  of  the  Club,  and  to 
request  their  ballots  “for”  or  “against”  such  applicant.  Three  objecting  votes 
shall  reject.  After  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  to  be  allowed  for  members  to 
send  in  their  ballots,  in  case  three  objecting  votes  shall  not  have  been  received, 
the  Secretary  shall  notify  the  candidate  of  his  election,  and  that  he  will  be 
admitted  as  a  member  on  signing  the  Constitution  and  paying  the  initiation 
fee,  which  he  must  do  within  sixty  days  after  notification  by  the  Secretary,  or 
his  neglect  will  be  regarded  as  a  forfeiture  of  his  election.  An  applicant  who 
has  been  rejected  shall  not  be  eligible  to  membership  until  after  two  years 
from  the  date  of  his  rejection,  unless  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  all  the 
members,  upon  the  unanimous  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  VI.  Each  member  shall  pay  an  initiation  fee  of  Ten  Dollars 
and  an  annual  fee  of  Two  Dollars.  These  fees  shall  constitute  a  Club  fund 
to  defray  the  expenses  for  publishing  a  Register,  for  Lectures,  Meetings  and 
other  charges  incidental  to  the  organization  of  the  Club  and  to  the  transaction 
of  its  business.  No  officers  or  members  shall  be  authorized  tc  contract  any 
debt  in  the  name  of  the  Club.  All  its  transactions  shall  be  for  cash. 

ARTICLE  VII.  The  Register  shall  be  edited  by  the  Secretary,  under  the 
immediate  control  and  supervision  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  be 
published  only  with  its  official  approval.  The  charges  for  the  entry  of  the 
pedigree  of  each  sheep  belonging  to  a  member  of  the  Club  will  be  fixed  by  the 
Executive  Board,  but  shall  not  exceed  Fifty  Cents.  The  charges  for  pedigrees 
of  original  sheep  or  ancestors  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  owners  of  their 
progeny,  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Executive  Board.  Applicants  for  regis¬ 
tration  of  either  sheep  or  flocks  shall  be  chargeable  with  all  the  expenses  of 
the  Pedigree  Committee  in  the  examination  and  verification  of  sheep  and 
pedigrees,  and  pay  the  same  before  being  entitled  to  entry.  The  Registry 
charges  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  preparation  of  the  Register  and  the 
publication  of  the  same  by  the  Club,  which  Register  shall  be  its  property. 
The  price  at  which  it  shall  be  sold  to  members  and  others  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Board.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  on  file  all  documents  constituting  his 
authority  for  pedigrees,  and  all  letters  received,  and  a  copying  press  for  all  an¬ 
swers  to  the  same,  and  shall  hold  them  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  member 
of  the  Club.  If  at  any  time  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
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inadequate  to  meet  the  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Club, 
the  members  and  those  having  their  sheep  recorded  may  be  assessed  to  meet 
such  deficiency,  in  such  a  manner  and  under  such  regulations  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  .  All  bills  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  when  signed  by 
the  Secretary  and  approved  by  the  President.  The  Executive  Board  shall 
appoint  Auditors  to  audit  all  accounts  of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  IX.  Should  it  occur  at  any  time  that  any  member  of  the  Club 
shall  be  charged  with  willful  misrepresentation  in  regard  to  any  sheep  bred  or 
owned  by  him,  or  with  any  other  act  derogatory  to  the  standing  of  the  Club, 
the  Executive  Board  shall  examine  into  the  matter,  and,  if  it  shall  find  that 
there  is  foundation  for  such  charges,  the  offending  member  may  be  expelled 
by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Executive  Board.  But  in  case  any  member  should 
feel  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  Executive  Board  upon  any  point,  and  he 
should  desire  a  new  hearing  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  new  evidence,  the 
Secretary  shall,  upon  receiving  such  notice,  notify  the  Board,  and  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  hearing  within  thirty  days,  and  then  their  decision  shall  be  final. 

ARTICLE  X.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time 
by  the  Executive  Board,  with  the  written  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  the  Club. 


RULES  OF  ENTRY  TO  THE  REGISTER 


OF  THE 

Vermont  Atwood  Merino  Sheep  Club. 


Descendants  of  sheep  purchased  from  Stephen  Atwood,  or  vouched  for 
by  him  as  pure  descendants  of  the  Humphreys  importation,  and  no  other,  may 
be  entered  in  the  Register  on  proving  either  ancestral  purchase  from  Stephen 
Atwood  or  their  direct  descent  through  the  importations  of  W.  S.  &  Edwin 
Hammond,  R.  P.  Hall,  W.  R.  Sanford  and  0.  B.  Cook,  from  his  flock,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  also  complying  with  the  following 
rules,  to  wit: 

1  No  sheep  bred  by  any  other  than  these  importers,  and  the  descendants 
of  their  flocks,  can  be  admitted  to  entry  until  due  evidence  is  given  that  every 
ancestor  back  to  the  purchase  from  Stephen  Atwood  was  bred  from  descend¬ 
ants  from  his  flock,  or  those  vouched  for  by  him  as  pure  descendants  from  the 
Humphreys  importation,  and  shall  have  been  recorded  in  the  Register. 

2.  Application  for  entry  must  state  the  sex  of  the  sheep,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  breeder,  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner,  where  breeder  and 
owner  are  not  the  same,  the  age  of  the  sheep  if  possible,  and  so  far  as  practi¬ 
cable  the  name  and  Register  number  of  the  sire  and  label  number  of  the  dam. 
They  must  be  labeled  with  metallic  labels  at  the  time  application  is  made,  and 
the  numbers  and  name  or  initials  on  labels  must  accompany  the  application. 

3.  In  case  of  a  change  in  ownership  of  a  registered  sheep,  the  seller 
must  sign  and  give  the  buyer  a  certificate  of  sale  with  pedigree,  a  blank  form  for 
which  will  be  furnished  by  the  Secretary,  free.  The  certificate  will  be  certified 
to  by  the  Secretary  and  his  seal  affixed,  if  found  correct,  and  forwarded  to  the 
buyer  free  of  charge. 

4.  Should  sheep  be  admitted  to  entry  through  error  or  false  representa¬ 
tion,  or  without  having  complied  with  all  the  rules  of  entry,  the  Executive 
Board  on  discovery  of  the  same  may  declare  the  entry,  together  with  any 
entries  that  may  have  been  made  of  descendants  of  such  sheep,  null  and  void. 

5.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Club  shall  commence  Januarv  1st  and  end 
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December  31st  of  each  year,  and  the  Annual  Report  shall  embrace  only  the 
transactions  previous  to  the  latter  date. 
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6.  Others  than  members  may  become  conditional  members  by  paying  to 

the  Treasurer  annually  the  sum  of  Three  Dollars.  Conditional  members  shall 
be  amenable  to  the  rules  of  the  Club,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any 
meeting.  > 

7.  A  member  in  good  standing  is  entitled  to  vote  at  any  annual  or  special 
meeting  of  the  Club.  To  be  in  good  standing,  all  bills  must  be  paid  and  the 
Constitution  and  Rules  complied  with. 

8.  The  owners  of  flocks  registered  shall  keep  a  Flock  Record  after  a 
form  and  in  a  book  furnished  by  the  Club,  free. 

Note. — The  object  the  Club  had  in  view  in  furnishing  the  Record  Book  free  was  to  try 
and  induce  all  its  members  to  use  the  same  kind,  and  thereby  always  have  a  complete  record 
of  their  flocks. 

9.  If  the  owner  of  any  sheep  recorded  in  the  Register  shall  sell  the  same, 
he  shall  give  notice  to  the  Secretary,  giving  the  numbers  of  sheep  sold,  and 
the  name  and  postoffice  address  of  the  purchaser,  within  ten  days  of  the  date 
of  such  sale,  cards  for  which  will  be  furnished  by  the  Secretary,  free,  upon 
application.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  every  owner  of  flocks  recorded  in 
the  Register  to  report  all  deaths  by  label  marks  and  number  to  the  Secretary 
on  or  before  the  first  of  January  of  each  year,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  the  numbers  and  owners  of  such  sheep  as  have 
been  transferred  or  have  died. 

10.  The  price  for  admitting  sheep  to  record  shall  be  for  every  sheep  so 
admitted  Twenty  Cents  each,  besides  such  compensation  to  the  Committee  on 
Pedigrees  as  is  fixed  by  the  Executive  Board;  and  no  applicant  shall  be  enti¬ 
tled  to  a  certificate  of  acceptance  of  his  flock  to  record,  nor  to  have  them 
finally  entered  in  the  Register,  until  all  charges  are  paid. 

11.  No  sheep  can  be  purchased  from  flocks  not  registered  and  added  to 
those  that  are  recorded  without  first  being  accepted  by  the  Pedigree  Committee 
and  Executive  Board  and  paying  the  usual  fee  of  Twenty  Cents. 

12.  Lambs  from  recorded  dams  and  sires  may  be  added  to  the  flock  in 
which  they  were  yeaned,  if  labeled  and  returned  to  the  Secretary  within  the 
year  in  which  they  were  yeaned,  upon  payment  of  Twenty  Cents  each;  but,  if 
not  presented  within  the  year,  the  charge  will  be  Thirty  Cents  each,  except  in 
case  of  Ram  Lambs,  which  can  be  recorded  at  any  time  during  the  year  suc¬ 
ceeding  that  in  which  they  were  yeaned,  for  the  same  fees  (20  cents).  If  Ram 
Lambs  are  not  recorded  within  the  two  years  provided  for  above,  they  can  be 
recorded  at  any  time  thereafter  by  the  owner  upon  payment  of  $  10. 

Note. — The  object  of  this  rule  relating  to  rams  is  to  give  the  breeder  sufficient  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  weed  out  and  dispose  of  those  not  worthy  of  record. 

13.  In  case  a  member  wishes  to  withdraw  from  the  Club,  he  can  do  so  if 
in  good  standing  (see  Rule  7)  by  notifying  the  Secretary  in  writing,  and  his 
letter  of  withdrawal  shall  be  placed  upon  the  records  of  the  Club. 

14.  Stock  Rams  may  be  recorded  by  persons  not  members  upon  payment 
of  .$10  and  presentation  of  a  satisfactory  pedigree  to  the  Pedigree  Committee 
and  Executive  Board. 
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15.  Duplicate  labels  will  not  be  recorded — tliat  is,  labels  with  the  same 
name,  initial  or  number  as  those  before  used  in  the  Hock. 

1G.  Labels  from  recorded  sheep  that  are  dead  or  have  been  discarded 
must  not  be  used  again. 

17.  If  any  label  is  lost  out  after  being  recorded,  the  owner  may  order 
through  the  Secretary  a  duplicate  of  the  one  lost  and  insert  the  same;  but,  if  a 
different  one  is  used,  he  must  report  to  the  Secretary  the  one  lost  and  the  one 
substituted.  The  Secretary  shall  then  cancel  the  former  and  enter  the  new 
one  on  the  books. 

Note.--Wq  think  the  former  way  preferable,  as  it  saves  any  mixing  up  of  numbers  in 
the  pedigrees. 

18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Pedigrees  to  examine  care¬ 
fully  the  statements  and  evidence  presented  by  persons  who  desire  to  have 
their  sheep  recorded,  and,  if,  in  their  judgment,  they  deem  the  evidence  suffi¬ 
cient  to  warrant,  they  shall  report  favorably  to  the  Executive  Board,  who  shall 
decide  the  question  of  acceptance,  but,  if  they  deem  the  statements  erroneous 
and  the  evidence  insufficient,  they  shall  report  unfavorably,  and  the  Executive 
Board  may  reject  the  same  or  order  further  investigation.  For  the  time  actu¬ 
ally  employed  in  this  work  of  examining  evidence  and  pedigrees,  the  commit¬ 
tee  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  compensation  as  shall  all  the  officers  of  the 
Club,  to  wit:  Two  dollars  a  day  and  traveling  expenses  for  time  while  actually 
employed  in  work  for  the  Club  or  Register. 

Note. — Should  new  rules  be  adopted  at  any  time,  a  copy  of  them  will  be  forwarded  to 
each  member.  We  would  urge  the  necessity  of  each  member  ordering  his  labels  through  the 
Secretary.  By  so  doing  he  will  get  them  at  first  cost,  and,  what  is  most  important,  obviate 
the  liability  of  duplicating  them,  as  the  Secretary  keeps  a  record  of  all  orders. 


INTRODUCTION. 

The  Vermont  Atwood  Merino  Sheep  Club,  in  presenting 
their  Register  to  the  public,  do  so  with  no  intent  to  disparage  or 
to  underrate  the  breeds  of  any  of  those  engaged  in  the  development 
of  the  sheep  industry  of  the  country.  The  introduction  of  the 
Atwood  family  into  Vermont  marked  a  new  era  in  sheep  hus¬ 
bandry.  The  preservation  of  this  line  of  blood  by  Atwood,  and  the 
improvement  of  the  race  by  Edwin  Hammond  and  others,  estab¬ 
lished  a  family  so  distinct  in  its  characteristics  that  its  line  is 
traceable  by  clear  and  direct  descent  for  nearly  three-quarters  of  a 
century. 

In  view  of  these  facts  it  is  deemed  eminently  proper  that  the 
family  be  recognized,  and  that  it  bear  the  name  of  the  man  who 
preserved  the  blood  and  made  the  first  improvement  in  Spanish 
stock  in  this  country,  although  it  was  reserved  for  Edwin  Ham¬ 
mond  to  bring  them  to  the  high  degree  of  perfection  to  which  they 
had  attained  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

The  conflicting  claims  of  breeders  with  reference  to  pedigrees, 
and  the  universally  acknowledged  fact  that  all  who  desire  to  estab¬ 
lish  the  purity  of  their  flocks’  blood  seek  to  trace  them  through 
Hammond,  or  Sanford,  or  Hall,  or  Cook,  furnish  sufficient  ground 
for  taking  the  starting-point  which  we  have  adopted. 

Spain  'had  a  national  name  for  her  Merinos,  but  they  were 
divided  into  numerous  families;  it  was  fitting,  therefore,  to  give 
separate  names  to  each  distinct  branch,  for  in  this  way  only  could 
they  readily  be  distinguished  one  from  the  other,  and  each  had 
qualities  peculiar  to  itself.  The  Merinos  of  this  country  have 
come  to  differ  from  their  ancestors  in  appearance  and  in  almost 
every  other  particular;  hence,  family  names  are  not  only  appropri¬ 
ate  and  convenient,  but  absolutely  necessary.  Dr.  Randall,  the 
eminent  American  writer,  well  says:  “ There  are  subdivisions  of 
variety  which,  by  being  kept  distinct  in  blood,  subjected  to  the 
operations  of  different  natural  and  artificial  circumstances,  or  by 
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both  causes  combined,  have  come  to  exhibit  more  or  less  important 
points  of  difference,  which  points  are  regularly  reproduced  in  their 
offspring.  There  is  not  an  extensive  variety  of  sheep,  or,  we 
might  add,  of  any  other  domestic  animal  on  e*lrth,  which  is  not 
thus  separated  into  families  which  are  recognized  as  such,  and 
which  receive  separate  names  as  such.  Not  one  of  these  designa¬ 
tions  can  be  struck  from  the  popular  vocabulary  without  producing 
inconvenience  and  confusion  of  ideas.  Things  must  have  names 
or  else  they  cannot  be  talked  of  or  written  about  understandingly 
without  resorting  to  a  description  every  time  they  are  alluded  to.” 

The  name  applied  to  the  family  indicates  the  pedigree  not  only, 
but  also  the  qualities  peculiar  to  that  strain  of  blood.  The  differ¬ 
ences  between  breeds  or  strains  of  blood  are  considered  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time  of  vast  importance  in  sheep  husbandry,  and  the  hour  is 
fully  come  when  there  should  be  a  proper  classification  of  sheep, 
namely,  by  families.  The  history  of  the  development  of  the 
Spanish  Merino  race  forcibly  teaches  at  least  one  lesson — that 
the  breeder  who  would  stand  in  the  front  rank  must  be  careful  to 
select  the  most  perfect  strains  of  blood  and  to  utilize  the  best 
points  of  improved  stock.  Size,  strength  of  constitution,  excel¬ 
lence  of  form,  density  and  weight  of  fleece,  quality  and  length  of 
staple — these  are  what  the  intelligent  breeder  seeks  and  what  the 
successful  one  obtains.  The  demand  for  this  description  of  ani¬ 
mal  is  met  by  certain  families;  in  them  the  desired  qualities  are  to 
be  sought,  for  the  Atwood  breeders  have  always  kept  abreast  of  the 
age  both  in  their  notions  of  what  constituted  the  most  valuable 
sheep  and  in  breeding  for  the  production  of  such  animals. 

This  Register  has  been  prepared  to  aid  in  the  perpetuation  of 
the  noble  line  which  has  come  down  from  the  Humphreys  blood  to 
our  day  through  the  flocks  of  Atwood  and  Hammond  and  others. 
The  Atwoods  now  possess  a  fixedness  of  type  and  of  style  pecu¬ 
liarly  their  own  and  widely  differing  from  other  families  in  many 
respects.  They  are  recognized  the  world  over  as  a  well-defined 
branch  of  the  Merino  race,  and  to  fail  to  accord  to  their  breeders 
the  distinction  to  which  their  labors,  enterprise  and  success  entitles 
them  would  not  be  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  the  American 
people,  who  freely  reward  with  just  recompense  all  who  labor  in 
any  department  of  industrial  art. 

A  brief  history  is  given,  further  on,  of  each  of  the  flocks  whose  blood 
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appears  in  this  work,  but  which  are  not  recorded.  The  breeders  of 
some  of  them  have  Iona'  been  dead  and  the  flocks  are  scattered; 
others  have  been  mixed  with  the  Robinsons  or  Paitlars,  while  the 
blood  of  a  few  of  them  has  been  kept  pure  and  they  are  still  bred. 

The  flocks  whose  genealogy  is  given  in  the  body  of  the  volume 
are  such  as  come  within  the  terms  set  forth  in  the  preamble  of  the 
Constitution. 

The  word  “Atwood”  is  used  to  designate  the  blood  of  those 
flocks  that,  carefully  bred  through  many  years,  have  been  brought 
to  a  high  degree  of  excellence.  Mr.  Atwood  founded  the  branch 
of  the  Merinos  that,  with  the  improvements  made  by  later  breed¬ 
ers,  has  proved  the  real  fountain  from  which  have  come  the  supe¬ 
rior  fine-wool  sheep  of  the  present  day.  For  this  reason  the 
Atwoods  should  stand  apart  from  all  others.  While  varying  ideas 
are  held  and  divers  tastes  indulged  in  by  different  breeders,  the 
leading  traits  of  the  parent  stock  are  still  always  retained.  The 
Atwoods  have  been  maintained  in  their  purity  by  many  breeders; 
there  is  not  a  shadow  of  doubt  as  to  this  fact  in  regard  to  the  pur¬ 
chases  of  the  Hammonds,  of  Sanford  and  Hall  and  Cook.  The 
result  is  before  the  world,  and  its  great  value  is  unquestioned.  To 
continue  this  line,  and  no  other,  is  the  essential  and  specific  object 
of  our  association.  The  increasing  call  for  the  Atwood  blood  jus¬ 
tifies  the  departure  taken  in  the  formation  of  this  Club  and  its 
separate  registration. 

The  owners  of  Atwood  sheep  can  trace  their  pedigrees  through 
several  generations;  thereby  the  value  of  their  flocks  is  enhanced 
and  also  that  of  each  animal  in  them.  The  line  of  the  blood  of 
individuals  is  clearly  shown,  thus  in  a  great  measure  fixing  the 
worth  of  the  animal  for  breeding  purposes.  The  breeder  is  not 
compelled  to  follow  his  flock  back  through  innumerable  others  to 
importations  in  order  to  establish  the  line  of  descent;  he  needs 
only  to  trace  to  one  of  these  standard  flocks. 

That  a  signal  service  was  rendered  to  a  great  national  industry 
by  the  Humphreys  importation  is  not  questioned.  The  choicest 
specimens  of  American  Merinos  now  to  be  found  trace  directly  to 
it.  The  fame  of  this  family  has  gone  out  over  all  the  land,  and 
the  results  of  this  importation  and  its  improvement  are  before  both 
the  Old  and  the  New  Worlds.  Its  excellencies  will  always  be  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  names  of  Stephen  Atwood,  Edwin  Hammond  and 
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W.  R.  Sanford — who  did  more  than  any  others  to  better  the 
Spanish  Merinos — and  future  generations  of  flock-masters  will  ever 
hold  them  in  grateful  remembrance. 

Great  weight  should  be  attached  to  questions  of  blood  and  pedi¬ 
gree.  To  pure  blood  the  Atwoods  owe  their  excellence  and  capa¬ 
city  for  improvement,  fitting  them  for  different  situations  and 
circumstances.  Because  of  this,  if  for  no  other  reason,  they  should 
be  maintained  in  their  purity,  unmixed  with  other  breeds.  If 
there  are  representatives  of  distinct  Spanish  cabanas  in  this  coun¬ 
try,  it  is  well  to  know  it  and  to  act  accordingly;  consequently,  the 
separation  of  the  pedigrees  of  each  from  those  of  the  rest  is  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  the  highest  importance.  To  insure  rapid  improvement,  it  is 
very  essential  that  they  be  easily  traceable  in  the  family;  and,  to 
render  this  possible,  absolute  purity  is  indispensable.

This  flock  originated  from  a  selection  of  forty-nine  ewes  and  one 
ram  on  the  division,  in  1873,  of  the  flock  bred  by  N.  &  N.  Bottum 
of  Shaftsbury,  Yt.,  from  twenty  yearling  ewes  and  eighteen  ewe 
tegs  purchased  in.  1854  from  C.  I.  Benedict  of  Arlington,  Vt.

ORIGIN  AND  HISTORY  OF  FLOCK. 

The  flock  was  commenced  in  1865  by  purchases  made  of  Henry 
Lane,  Cornwall,  Vt.,  Eli  Keller,  Newark,  Ohio,  and  of  Mrs. 
Eli  and  J.  H.  Keller,  after  Eli’s  death.  In  1875  a  few  were  pur¬ 
chased  of  L.  J.  Orcutt,  Cummington,  Mass.,  from  the  Hammond 
flock.  In  1876,  ten  two-year-old  ewes  and  the  entire  crop  of  year¬ 
lings  except  one  ram,  and  the  entire  crop  of  lambs  yeaned  in  1876 
and  1877  were  purchased  of  George  H.  Hall  Shoreham,  Vt. 
Subsequent  purchases  were  made  from  the  flocks  of  A.  E.  Fuller, 
R.  J.  Jones,  O.  C.  Bacon  and  Newton  Shaw.  The  Bacon  flock, 
from  which  the  above  ewes  descended,  was  made  up  from  the  R.  P. 
Hall,  N.  A.  Saxton  and  F.  D.  Barton  flocks.  The  Saxton  flock  was 
started  from  the  flock  of  W.  S.  &  E.  Hammond.

ORIGIN  AND  HISTORY  OF  FLOCK. 

This  flock  was  founded  by  the  late  Col.  E.  S.  Stowell  of  Cornwall, 
Vt.,  in  1853,  by  the  purchase  of  ten  ewes  of  W.  S.  &  E.  Hammond; 
in  1854,  twenty-one  ewe  tegs  were  purchased  of  the  same  firm,  and, 
in  1855,  ten  more;  in  1858,  ten  ewes  were  purchased  of  E.  D. 
Munger,  bred  by  W.  R.  Remele;  in  1859,  two  ewes  were  purchased 
of  N.  A.  Saxton,  Waltham,  Vt. ;  in  1860,  six  ewes  of  George  Ham¬ 
mond,  son  of  the  late  Edwin  JIammond,  and  eight  ewes  of  E.  D. 
Griswold,  Orwell,  Vt.,  bred  from  the  flock  of  William  R.  Sanford; 
in  1878,  two  ewes  were  bought  of  C.  R.  Jones,  Hubbardton,  Vt., 
bred  from  ewes  he  purchased  in  1866  or  1867  of  E.  Hammond  & 
Son  and  E.  S.  Stowell. 

How  bred  while  in  Stowell’s  hands  and  since: — Up  to  1861,  rams 
from  the  Messrs.  Hammond  flock  were  used  exclusively,  and  from 
that  time  to  its  sale  to  Messrs.  Dean  &  Jennings,  in  1880,  no  rams 
were  used  of  which  there  was  any  blood  left  except  from  those  bred 
within  the  flock,  and  to  the  present  time  the  same  breeding  has 
been  continued  by  his  successors. 

The  above  flock,  which  comprised  twenty-three  rams  and  one 
hundred  ewes,  was  purchased  by  Messrs.  Dean  &  Jennings,  Jan.  26, 
1880.

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ORIGIN  AND  HISTORY  OF  FLOCK. 

This  flock  was  commenced  by  W.  S.  and  E.  Hammond  of  Mid- 
dlebury,  Yt.,  in  1844-5-6,  from  Stephen  Atwood  of  Connecticut. 

They  bred  in  company  until  the  death  of  W.  S.  in  1858.  Flock 
was  divided  in  1859  and  E.  Hammond’s  portion  bred  by  himself 
until  1864,  when  George,  the  present  owner,  became  a  partner  with 
his  father  under  the  name  of  E  Hammond  &  Son.  They  bred  to¬ 
gether  until  the  death  of  Mr.  Edwin  Hammond  in  1870,  and  since 
then  by  the  son. 

In  1874  the  flock  was  sold  to  Mr.  L.  J.  Orcutt  of  Cummington, 
Mass.,  under  the  following  circumstances: 

Mr.  Hammond  was  a  large  owner  in  an  extensive  paper  mill 
which  was  built  in  1871  and  destroyed  by  fire  in  the  spring  of  1872, 
with  a  heavy  loss.  It  was  rebuilt  the  same  summer  on  a  much 
larger  and  more  expensive  plan. 

The  heavy  losses  by  fire,  the  depression  in  business  and  the  great 
financial  crisis  that  followed  in  the  fall  of  1873  carried  the  com¬ 
pany  and  Mr.  Hammond  with  them. 

He  being  anxious  to  retain  his  noted  flock  of  sheep,  induced  his 
friend,  Mr.  Orcutt,  who  had  no  sheep,  to  purchase  them  for  him 
and  hold  them  until  such  reasonable  time  as  he  could  take  them 
back,  Mr.  Hammond  holding  and  reserving  the  right  to  repurchase 
at  any  time  and  to  be  the  breeder  and  manager  of  them  so  long  as 
they  remained  in  Mr.  Orcutt’s  hands. 

The  same  year  (1874)  the  noted  and  well  known  flock  of  the 
Hon.  W.  R.  Sanford  &  Son  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Orcutt  for 
Mr.  Hammond  and  taken  to  his  farm  in  Middlebury,  where  they 
have  ever  remained.  The  next  year  the  Henry  W.  Hammond  flock 
(42  in  number)  was  also  purchased  and  taken  to  Mr.  Hammond’s 
place. 

The  Henry  W.  Hammond  flock,  with  their  increase,  and  a  fair 
average  of  the  G.  Hammond  (enough  to  make  the  number  up  to 
about  100)  was  sold  to  J.  M.  Kirkpatrick,  Utica,  Ohio,  in  the  year 
1876.  In  1877  the  W.  R.  Sanford  &  Son’s  flock,  with  the  old 
Hammond  flock,  were  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  Mr.  Orcutt  by  the 
present  owner.  The  following  ewes  have  been  purchased  since,  but 
not  bred  in  with  the  flock,  although  of  the  same  blood. 

In  1882  forty-nine  yearling  ewes  were  purchased  of  D.  B.  and 
J.  W.  Buell,  Orwell,  Vt.  A  portion  of  those  that  were  not  sold 
were  bred  one  year.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  1885  the  original 
stock  and  their  increase  were  all  disposed  of,  with  none  of  the 
blood  remaining  in  the  flock  at  the  present  time. 

Rams  Used. 

Those  bred  within  the  flock  have  been  used  exclusively,  with  the 
following  exceptions: 
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The  first  ram  outside  of  the  flock  that  was  used  was  Rarus 
(294),  to  a  few  ewes  in  1875-6-7,  and  to  the  entire  flock  in  1878, 
which  was  the  last  of  his  get  in  the  flock.  In  1877,  H.  Thorp’s 
No.  1  (344)  was  used  in  connection  with  Rarus.  Prior  to  this,  a 
couple  of  Paular  rams  were  used  to  ten  or  fifteen  Qwes.  This  last 
stock  were  never  labeled,  and  were  soon  sold  off  the  farm. 

Next,  Acme  (321),  to  a  limited  number,  was  used.  In  1879  the 
rams  of  L.  P.  Clark  were  used  to  about  twenty  ewes.  The  stock 
was  labeled  and  retained  over  one  winter,  when  all  the  females 
were  sold  to  H.  W.  Hammond,  and  very  soon  by  him  to  Mr,  Julius 
Johnson  of  New  York  and  F.  M.  Wilson  of  Ohio. 

The  males  were  also  sold  the  same  summer  to  Mr.  E.  Meach  of 
Kansas.  The  stock  from  Acme  which  was  sold  before  this  book 
was  started  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  at  the  time  of  his 
purchase  in  1876.  The  balance  have  all  been  disposed  of  as  the 
sales  will  show,  and  none  of  the  blood  remains  in  the  flock.  There 
are  only  three  of  the  blood  of  Rarus  remaining,  all  of  which  are 
ewes,  one  of  which  is  his  get. 

At  the  head  of  the  flock  is  Clingstone  2d,  401  (773),  assisted  by 
Menlo,  543  (874).

ORIGIN  AND  HISTORY  OF  FLOCK. 

January  20,  1864,  eleven  ewe  lambs  and  two  ewes  were  purchased 
of  David  Hooker  (an  uncle  of  the  present  owner),  bred  from  the 
Jocks  of  Edwin  Hammoud,  N.  A.  Saxton  and  A.  A.  Farnsworth. 
See  history  of  Saxton  and  Farnsworth  docks. 

February  9,  1865,  nine  ewes  from  Stephen  W.  Remele,  bred  pure 
from  the  E.  Hammond  and  R.  P.  Hall  stock,  were  purchased  in 
company  with  E.  D.  Searl  of  Cornwall.  Upon  delivery  of  the 
sheep,  Mr.  Hooker  took  the  whole. 

In  1876,  seven  old  ewes  were  bought  of  Mr.  E.  D.  Hinds  of 
Brandon,  Vt.  (now  living  in  Pittsford),  bred  direct  from  the  Ham¬ 
mond  dock. 

In  1879,  six  ewes  were  purchased  of  E.  D.  Searl,  Cornwall,  Vt., 
purchased  by  him  of  H.  W.  Sheldon,  Salisbury,  Vt.  His  dock 
was  purchased  from  L.  C.  Mead,  Cornwall,  Vt.,  which  were  pure 
Sanford  and  Hall  stock.  Sheldon  bred  rams  of  his  own  raising  up  to 
that  time,  with  the  exception  of  one  which  he  purchased  of  Dea. 
Jason  Davenport  of  Middlebury,  Vt.  Said  ram  was  sired  by  one 
of  Hammond’s  stock  rams. 

The  same  year  six  ewes  from  the  same  party  were  purchased, 
bred  from  the  docks  of  Hammond,  Sanford  and  Hall,  labeled  and 
numbered  E.  D.  Searl  63,  64,  68,  70,  71,  72.  And  the  following 
year  four  ewe  lambs  bred  by  the  same  party  from  G.  H.  Hall  and  A. 
A.  Farnsworth  ewes  and  Hooker  rams  were  added  to  the  dock. 

In  1881,  12  ewes  were  bought  of  C.  R.  Jones,  Hubbardton,  Vt. 
The  same  year  two  ewes  from  C.  C.  Griswold  and  eight  from  S.  E. 
Griswold  were  purchased. 

In  1882  one  ewe  lamb  was  purchased  of  E.  D.  Searl,  also  from 
same  party  one  ewe  bred  by  G.  F.  Casey. 
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The  C.  R.  Jones,  S.  E.  Griswold,  G.  F.  Casey  and  the  E.  D. 
Searl  ewes  from  G.  H.  Hall  and  Farnsworth  stock  were  all  sold 
before  they  dropped  any  lambs.

ORIGIN  AND  HISTORY  OF  FLOCK. 

The  foundation  of  this  flock  was  made  in  September,  1857,  by  the 
purchase  of  thirty-four  ewes  of  W.  R.  Sanford,  Orwell,  Vt.  In  1858, 
twelve  ewes  were  purchased  of  the  same  person;  in  1859,  twelve 
ewes  were  purchased  of  E.  Hammond;  in  1860,  seven  ewes  were 
purchased  of  W.  R.  Sanford;  in  1878,  fifteen  ewes  were  purchased 
of  Elisha  Smith,  of  Pomfret;  these  ewes  were  bred  by  Mr.  Perkins 
and  sold  to  Mr.  Smith  a  few  years  previous.  In  1878,  one  ewe  was 
purchased  of  Mr.  A.  E.  Fuller. 

At  the  time  of  the  purchase  of  ewes  of  Mr.  Sanford,  seven  ram 
tegs  were  bought;  some  of  these  were  used  as  stock  rams;  a  ram 
purchased  of  H.  F.  Dean,  which  was  bred  by  E.  Hammond,  sire, 
Sweepstakes  (2?),  was  used  a  number  of  years;  Perkins’  Bacon 
Ram  and  Perkins’  Stowell  Ram  were  used  to  some  extent;  the  stock 
rams  of  A.  E.  Fuller  have  been  used;  of  those  bred  within  the  flock 
and  used  as  stock  rams  have  been  Old  Deacon,  Perkins’  Sweep- 
stakes,  Perkins’  Centennial,  and  A.  E.  Perkins’  1,  63,  204.  Those 
used  outside  of  the  flock  are  Black  Top  (252),  Pomfret  (485);  Jason 
(382),  Lanigerous  (633),  Lost  Ram  (632),  No  Name  (783)  and  G.

ORIGIN  AND  HISTORY  OF  FLOCK.

ORIGIN  AND  HISTORY  OF  FLOCK. 

The  foundation  of  this  flock  was  laid  in  1862  and  1865,  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  Five  ewes  in  1862,  seven  in  1863  and  ten  in  1864  were  pur¬ 
chased  of  Mr.  Victor  Wright ;  seven  ewes  in  1863  and  five  in  1865 
of  Henry  W.  Hammond,  Middlebury,  Vt.  The  following  ewes 
.have  been  added  to  the  flock  since:  In  1874,  twenty  from  F.  D. 
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Barton,  Vergennes,  Vt.;  in  1877,  twenty-seven  from  George  Ham¬ 
mond,  Middlebnry,  Vt.;  in  1879,  seventeen  ewe  lambs  of  H.  Gid- 
dings,  Fairfax,  Vt.;  the  same  year  fifty-two  ewes  from  P.  C.  Abbey, 
Essex,  Vt.,  and  in  February,  1880,  five  ewe  lambs  from  C.  B.  Cook, 
Charlotte,  Vt.;  in  the  winter  of  1881-82,  fourteen  of  D.  C.

ORIGIN  AND  HISTORY  OF  FLOCK. 

The  foundation  of  this  flock  was  made  in  the  fall  of  1864,  by  the 
purchase  of  twenty-three  selected  ewes  of  Wm.  R.  Sanford,  Orwell, 
Vt. ,  at  $15,000,  six  ewe  lambs  of  E.  Hammond  &  Son  at  $1,500, 
twenty-seven  ewes  of  A.  J.  Stow,  Weybridge,  Vt.,  at  $5,000.  A 
portion  of  the  last  named  sheep  were  purchased  of  E.  Hammond, 
and  the  balance  were  bred  from  those  purchased  of  him  and  from 
E.  Hammond  stock  rams  exclusively.  The  above  comprises  the 
real  foundation  of  the  flock.  The  following  purchases  of  ewes  have 
been  made  since  as  follows  :  In  1881,  forty-two  from  H.  Thorp, 
three  bred  by  P.  C.  Abbey  (see  history  of  Abbey  flock),  and 
thirty-seven  by  IP.

Mr.  Atwood  commenced  his  flock  in  the  fall  of  1839  by  the  pur¬ 
chase  from  his  father  (Stephen  Atwood)  of  one  two-year-old  ewe 
and  one  ewe  lamb,  the  choice  from  those  ages.  He  bred  from  these 
two  and  their  descendants,  always  using  his  father’s  rams  and  those 
bred  within  the  flock,  until  1866,  at  which  time  his  father  gave  his 
flock  of  sheep  to  his  three  sons,  Chauncey,  George  and  Eben,  each 
taking  an  equal  third.  At  the  division  George  bought  out 
Chauncey’s  interest.

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THE  HUMPHREYS  IMPORTATION. 


Col.  David  Humphreys  of  Derby,  Conn.,  who  had  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Washington’s  family,  at  his  home  on  the  Potomac,  and  had 
been  imbued  with  a  taste  for  agriculture  by  the  immortal  farmer  of 
Mount  Vernon,  in  1797  was  sent  as  minister  plenipotentiary  to  the 
Court  of  Madrid  and  remained  there  until  recalled  by  President 
Jefferson  in  1802. 

He  was  an  old-time  gentleman,  of  elegant  and  ceremonious  man¬ 
ners,  possessed  of  varied  accomplishments,  as  a  soldier,  a  poet,  a  wit 
and  a  man  of  the  world  ;  and  his  fondness  for  Spanish  society  ren¬ 
dered  him  a  favorite  at  the  Spanish  Court.  The  grandees  who 
owned  the  pure  flocks  of  Spain  also  resided  at  Madrid,  and  Col. 
Humphreys  became  personally  acquainted  with  a  large  proportion 
of  them.  His  knowledge  of  Spanish  flocks  came  from  this  class, 
who  supplied  him  with  information  obtained  from  their  head  shep¬ 
herds. 

He  was  a  singularly  high-toned  and  public-spirited  man,  and 
wealthy ;  and,  intent  upon  doing  a  patriotic  service  to  his  country, 
he  sought  to  introduce  Spanish  Merino  sheep  into  the  United  States. 
Being  about  to  leave  for  home,  he  asked  for  a  royal  license  to  take 
some  of  these  animals  out  of  Spain.  A  late  writer  describes  as  fol¬ 
lows  the  way  this  came  about  : 

‘•'It  was  a  custom  of  the  Spanish  Court,  whenever  a  foreign  min¬ 
ister  was  recalled,  on  taking  leave,  to  make  him  a  present  of  five  or 
ten  bars  of  gold,  each  bar  of  about  one  pound  weight ;  but  as  the 
laws  of  this  country  forbid  a  minister  taking  any  presents  from  a 
foreign  court,  Col.  Humphreys  declined  the  olfer,  but  suggested  to 
the  minister  that  he  should  be  much  gratified  with  a  royal  license 
to  take  out  of  the  kingdom  two  hundred  Merino  sheep.  This,  the 
minister  stated,  could  not  be  granted,  but  intimated  that  if  he 
wished  to  take  them  out  no  obstructions  should  be  thrown  in  his 
way.  These  were  purchased  in  Lower  Leon  or  Upper  Estremadura 
and  driven  down  the  valley  of  the  Mondego  to  Figuiera,  where  they 
were  embarked  for  the  United  States.  I  never  could  learn  of  what 
flock  these  sheep  were  obtained,  but  they  unquestionably  were 
pure-blood  Transhum  antes,  which  is  the  only  fact  of  importance 
worth  knowing.  *  *  *  *  In  1881  and  1832  I  made  inquiries 

of  some  Connecticut  gentlemen  about  Col.  Humphreys’  flock,  and 
they  told  me  that  at  his  death  they  had  been  sold  in  small  parcels 
and  distributed  about.” 

Col.  Humphreys  made  a  contract  with  a  gentleman  to  deliver 
one  hundred  Spanish  Merino  sheep  at  Lisbon.  Ninety  of  these 
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arrived  at  Derby.  Conn.,  in  the  spring  of  1802.  In  reference  to 
this  importation  Col.  Humphreys  says,  in  his  miscellaneous  papers  : 

“  Convinced,  as  I  was,  that  this  race  of  sheep,  of  which  I 
believe  not  one  has  been  brought  to  the  United  States  until  the 
importation  by  myself,  might  be  introduced  with  great  benefit  to 
our  country,  I  contracted  with  a  person  of  most  respectable  char¬ 
acter  to  deliver  me  at  Lisbon  one  hundred,  composed  of  twenty-five 
rams  and  seventy-five  ewes,  from  one  to  two  years  old.  They  were 
conducted  across  the  country  of  Portugal  by  three  Spanish  shep¬ 
herds  with  proper  passports,  and  escorted  by  a  small  guard  of 
Portuguese  soldiers.  On  the  10th  of  April  they  were  embarked 
from  the  Tagus  on  board  the  ship  ‘Perseverance/  of  250  tons, 
Caleb  Coggeshall,  master.  In  about  fifty  days  twenty-one  rams  and 
seventy  ewes  were  landed  at  Derby,  Connecticut,  they  having  been 
shipped  at  New  York  on  board  a  sloop  destined  to  that  river.  The 
nine  which  died  were  principally  killed  in  consequence  of  bruises 
received  by  the  violent  rolling  of  the  vessel  on  the  banks  of  New¬ 
foundland.” 

The  Merinos  imported  prior  to  Humphreys’  have  not,  so  far  as  is 
known,  left  any  full-blooded  descendants.  The  particular  Spanish 
family  from  which  his  sheep  were  selected  has  never  been  fully 
determined,  but,  from  investigations  made  among  all  the  accessible 
public  and  private  records  and  of  all  the  facts  appertaining  to  the 
subject,  the  undoubted  conclusion  is  arrived  at  that  they  were 
drawn  from  a  single  family.  We  give  a  few  documents  relating  to 
these  sheep,  and  in  chronological  order,  so  that  their  pedigrees  may 
be  marked.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  of  Col. 
Humphreys  to  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  Promoting  Agricul¬ 
ture,  under  date  of  November  28,  1807  : 

“More  than  five  years  having  now  elapsed  since  the  introduction 
into  New  England  of  the  flock  of  Merino  sheep,  in  consequence  of 
which  the  Society  for  Promoting  Agriculture  in  the  State  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  were  pleased  to  present  me  a  gold  medal,  it  will  doubt¬ 
less  be  acceptable  to  that  respectable  and  patriotic  body  to  learn 
that  their  hopes  and  expectations  concerning  the  utility  of  these 
interesting  species  of  animals  have  not  been  disappointed.  The  at¬ 
tempt  to  propagate  pu re  Merinos  in  this  country  has  been  attended 
with  complete  success.  The  extent  of  the  experiment  insures  the 
duration  of  the  unadulterated  breed.  Instead  of  degenerating  in 
the  quantity  and  quality  of  their  fleece,  the  identical  shteep  I 
brought  to  this  country  yield  on  an  average  half  a  pound  of  wool 
more  per  head  than  they  did  at  the  first  shearing  after  their 
arrival.  Now,  on  the  most  candid  and  careful  examination,  it  is 
found  that  there  is  no  finer  wool  produced  in  Spain  than  that 
which  is  annually  shorn  from  these  same  imported  Merinos  and 
their  full-blooded  offspring.  The  rams  born  in  America  are,  how¬ 
ever,  preferred  to  those  born  in  Spain  by  persons  who  now  make 
application  to  my  agent  for  Merino  rams  to  cross  the  blood  of  their 
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flocks  in  breeding  from  them  by  American  ewes.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  all  the  farmers  in  Connecticut  who  have  been  acquainted  with 
the  original  flock  and  its  descendants,  both  of  the  pure  and  min¬ 
gled  blood,  that  they  are  hardier,  better  adapted  to  our  climate, 
more  easily  nourished,  botli  in  summer  and  winter,  than  the  com¬ 
mon  breeds  of  American  sheep.  They  are  likewise  remarkable  for 
being  more  gregarious,  and  less  disposed  to  stray  or  get  over  fences 
than  the  others.  Finally,  it  may  be  truly  asserted  that  they  pre¬ 
serve  the  entire  character,  shape,  features  and  qualities  of  the  best 
Merinos  in  Spain.” 

In  a  letter  dated  December  10,  1807,  and  addressed  to  the  same 
organization,  he  says  : 

‘‘A  mixed  breed  being  first  produced  from  our  finest-ivooled 
ewes  by  full-blooded  Merino  rams,  it  is  still  desirable  that  the 
Spanish  blood  should  be  renewed  for  three  or  four  generations, 
through  the  ihedium  of  sires  of  that  race.  Then  the  system  of 
breeding  in-and-in,  as  it  is  technically  called,  and  as  it  has  been 
ably  explained  by  Dr.  Purry  of  Bath,  in  his  late  ‘Essay  on  the 
Nature,  Produce,  Origin  and  Extention  of  the  Merino  Breed  of 
Sheep/  proves  decisive  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  objects  pro¬ 
posed  in  the  shortest  time  and  at  the  smallest  expense,  and  with  the 
greatest  certainty  of  any  other  plan  hitherto  suggested.” 

Popular  attention  was  called  to  Col.  Humphreys’  importation 
about  1812,  when  the  war  gave  a  stimulus  to  manufactures,  and 
when  there  was  an  increased  demand  for  wool.  The  revival  of 
manufactures  has  always  been  followed  by  an  increased  demand  for 
wool,  by  a  greater  production  and  by  higher  prices.  So  great  was 
the  interest  in  the  Merinos  that  from  a  thousand  to  fourteen  hund¬ 
red  dollars  a  head  were  paid  for  Humphreys’  sheep. 

We  quote  again  from  a  document  signed  by  Col.  Humphreys, 
dated  July  8,  1812,  in  which  is  perhaps  the  only  allusion  lie  ever 
made  to  the  exact  blood  of  his  importation  : 

“I  authorized  Mr.  E,  Ives  to  act  as  my  agent  to  dispose  of  the 
flock  of  Merinos  belonging  to  me,  consisting  of  full  and  high  degree 
of  mixed  bloods  and  genuine  descendants  and  offsprings  of  those 
pure  bloods  extracted  by  me  from  Spanish  Estremaduras  in  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1802,  and  ascertained  by  their  pedigrees  to  be 
of  the  purest  and  best  race  in  Spain.  I  moreover  declare  that  it 
Jias  been  proved  by  the  best  of  experience,  in  almost  every  part  of 
the  United  States,  that  they  have  not  in  any  respect  degenerated, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  that  the  breed  of  whole  bloods  in  some  points 
has  much  improved  in  this  country.” 

Col.  Humphreys,  in  speaking  of  his  flock,  makes  special  mention 
of  one  of  his  rams  which  yielded  a  fleece  that  weighed  seven  pounds 
and  three  ounces  of  wool.  He  succeeded  in  increasing  the  weight 
of  the  fleeces  of  those  he  imported  and  their  descendants  until 
1818,  when  death  terminated  his  labors  as  a  breeder  of  Merino 
sheep.  Col.  Humphreys,  in  his  power  of  attorney  to  Mr.  Ives,  says  : 
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“His  sheep  were  extracted  from  Spanish  Estremadura,”  and  it  is 
inferable  that  he  took  them  from  one  family  : 

First. — His  imported  flock  had  that  sameness  in  appearance 
and  character  which  indicates  sameness  of  blood.  It  is  conceded 
on  all  sides,  says  Dr.  Randall,  that  they  “are  as  like  as  peas  in  a 
peck.” 

Second. — They  spontaneously,  and  without  weeding  out,  trans¬ 
mitted  this  sameness  both  to  their  immediate  and  late  descendants, 
a  thing  they  could  not  possibly  have  done  had  they  been  drawn 
from  several  cabanas,  and,  consequently,  possessed  different  heredi¬ 
tary  characteristics. 

Third. — Col.  Humphreys  declared  that  his  sheep  were  selected 
for  him  by  a  responsible  Spaniard,  in  whose  knowledge  of  the  sub¬ 
ject  and  in  whose  integrity  he  had  full  confidence. 

Every  Spaniard  at  that  day  who  had  any  connection  with  sheep 
considered  it  improper  to  mix  the  different  great  families  or  cabanas. 
It  was  contrary  to  the  settled  traditions  of  the  country.  Col. 
Humphreys  up  to  that  time  had  had  little  or  no  experience  with 
sheep,  and  it  was  natural  that  he  should  adopt  without  question 
the  views  of  people  of  whom  he  had  made  his  purchases.  There  is 
no  evidence  that  he  purchased  sheep  from  different  cabanas,  or 
that  he  entertained  the  remotest  idea  of  improving  or  changing 
the  style  of  the  Spanish  sheep  or  of  cutting  clear  from  the  Spanish 
ideas  of  breeding  in-and-in. 
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HISTORY  OF  THE  SPANISH  MERINO  RACE 


Around  the  sheep  bearing  the  name  of  Merino  tradition  and 
history  have  endeavored  to  weave  the  chaplet  of  victory. 

The  Merino  is,  without  doubt,  the  oldest  as  well  as  the  most 
widely  dispersed  domestic  breed  in  the  world.  It  first  received  its 
designation  and  present  classification  in  Spain.  The  history  of 
the  fine-wooled  sheep  of  that  country  began  before  the  Christian 
era.  Roman  writers  of  celebrity,  when  noting  the  productions  of 
Spain,  described  the  wool  as  of  great  fineness.  Rome  and  Italy  both 
at  that  time  produced  what  was  termed  fine  wool.  Ancient  his¬ 
torians  say  that  wool  suited  for  the  finest  garments  of  the  Romans 
Avas  brought  from  Spain.  This  was  the  wool  of  the  Spanish 
Merino.  As  climate  and  soil  may  be  assigned  as  leading  causes 
in  the  production  of  the  Merino  breed,  they  have  without  doubt 
much  to  do  with  the  quality  of  the  wool,  for  Spain  in  every  known 
age  has  produced  avooI  remarkable  for  its  fineness,  and  in  the  14th 
and  15th  centuries  doubtless  manufactured  the  finest  Avoolen  fabrics 
in  the  world.  The  Spanish  for  a  long  period  maintained  superi¬ 
ority,  and  kept  a  monopoly  of  the  Merino  race. 

It  is  not  our  purpose  to  sketch  the  several  known  varieties  of 
sheep,  or  to  follow  in  tradition  all  that  has  been  said  of  the  Merinos 
since  they  came  to  America.  This  has  all  been  recorded  in  detail 
by  distinguished  authors,  and  is  familiar  to  all  interested  in  the 
breeding  of  sheep.  It  is,  however,  deemed  essential  to  the  plan  of 
this  work  to  say  something  of  the  origin  of  the  Spanish  Merino, 
the  blood  of  which  runs  in  the  veins  of  the  rich  flocks  whose 
genealogies  are  traced  in  the  future  pages  of  this  volume. 

Morrell  says:  “At  a  very  early  period,  it  appears  from  the 
accounts  of  several  Avriters,  Spain  Avas  possessed  of  several  breeds, 
the  fleeces  of  which  varied  in  color  and  quality.  One  of  these  was 
black  and  noted  for  its  fine  texture;  but  the  ‘  red  fleece,’  as  it  Avas 
called,  of  Boetica,  Granada  and  Andalusia  was  superior  in  fineness 
to  all  others.  The  breed  which  bore  the  latter,  as  it  Avas  generally 
belie\red,  Avere  originally  from  Italy  and  of  Tarentine  variety. 
They  Avere  crossed  Avith  the  more  inferior  kinds,  Avhile  others  of 
the  race  Avere  kept  distinct,  and  from  the  congeniality  of  the  cli¬ 
mate  and  the  herbage  retained  their  original  superiority  of  fleece.” 

A  description  of  the  old  Tarentine  breed — the  probable  progeni¬ 
tors  of  the  celebrated  Merino  or  Mareno* — is  thus  given  by  Wil- 


*  ’‘The  Spanish  orthography  is  Mareno,  which  signifies  from  or  beyond  the  sea.” 
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liam  Youatt  in  his  learned  work  on  sheep:  “Although  the  old  Tar- 
entine  sheep  produced  a  wool  unequaled  in  early  times,  they  were 
not  without  their  defects,  and  very  serious  ones,  too.  They  were 
called  by  the  agriculturists  of  those  days  Pettite,  from  the  skins 
and  other  clothing  with  which  they  were  covered;  and  also  Molles, 
not  only  from  the  softness  of  their  fleece,  but  from  the  delicacy  of 
their  constitutions  and  the  constant  care  that  was  required  to  pre¬ 
serve  them  from  injurious  vicissitudes  of  heat  and  cold.  The  care 
bestowed  upon  these  fleeces  was  a  work  of  great  labor.  It  was  fre¬ 
quently  uncovered,  not  only  to  ascertain  its  condition,  but  for  the 
refreshment  of  the  animal;  it  was  drawn  out,  parted  and  combed, 
if  it  was  beginning  to  mat;  it  was  frequently  moistened  with  the 
finest  oil,  and  even  with  wine;  it  was  well  washed  three  or  four 
times  in  the  year;  the  sheep  houses  were  daily  and  almost  hourly 
washed  and  cleaned  and  fumigated.  In  the  reign  of  the  Emperor 
Claudius  (A.  D.  41),  Calumella,  a  distinguished  lover  of  agriculture, 
introduced  many  of  the  Tarentine  breed  into  Spain,  of  which  he 
was  then  a  resident,  and  also  improved  the  inferior  breed  by  con¬ 
veying  into  the  colony  some  African  rams  of  singular  beauty,  which 
had  been  exhibited  at  Rome.  Although  the  Tarentine  sheep  un¬ 
doubtedly  laid  the  foundation  of  the  excellence  of  the  Merino  race, 
yet  the  breed  betray  an  amalgamation  to  have  taken  place,  to  some 
extent  at  least,  with  the  black  sheep  referred  to,  as  occasionally  at 
the  present  day  they  have  spots  on  the  ears  and  nose  and  also 
dark  spots  on  the  body  and  legs.  In  the  8th  century  the  Moors 
conquered  a  portion  of  Spain.  This  warlike  and  enterprising  race 
of  people  were  distinguished  for  their  luxurious  costumes  and  a  fine 
and  expensive  wardrobe.  Hence  in  the  13th  century  Spain  became 
renowned  for  her  woolen  manufactures,  then  scarcely  known  in  the 
west  of  Europe,  and  Seville  alone  contained  no  less  than  16,000 
looms.  The  manufacture  of  these  finest  fabrics  was  the  source  of 
much  national  wealth,  as  large  quantities  were  exported  to  every 
part  of  Europe  as  well  as  to  Africa.  After  the  expulsion  of  the 
Moors,  manufactures  became  almost  extinct.  The  consequence 
was  that  the  16,000  looms  dwindled  down  to  60,  and  the  woolen 
manufacture  almost  ceased  to  have  existence  throughout  Spain,  but 
during  all  this  time  the  Merino,  notwithstanding  its  neglect,  con¬ 
tinued  to  produce  its  invaluable  fleece,  which  was  sent  abroad  for 
manufacture.”  A  distinguished  writer  says  of  this  period:  “The 
perpetuation  of  the  Merino  sheep  in  all  its  purity  amidst  the  con¬ 
vulsions  which  changed  the  whole  political  existence  of  Spain  and 
destroyed  every  other  national  improvement  is  a  fact  which  the 
philosopher  may  not  be  fully  able  to  explain,  but  which  he  con¬ 
templates  with  deep  interest.  In  the  minds  of  the  agriculturist, 
it  will  beautifully  illustrate  the  primary  determining  power  of 
blood  in  breeding,  and  also  the  agency  of  soil  and  climate,  a  little 
i/Oo  much  underrated  perhaps  in  modern  times.”  The  Rev.  Z. 
Jones,  a  scholar  and  an  intelligent  observer  of  sheep-breeding,  gives

tlie  following  interesting  narrative  of  the  origin  of  Merino  sheep: 

“Spain  has  been  the  home  of  the  Merino  sheep  for  many  centu¬ 
ries.  But  from  what  country  came  the  Merino  into  Spain  ?  The 
best  Merino  sheep  in  Spain  were  found  in  Boetica,  one  of  the  divi¬ 
sions  of  Spain  made  by  the  Romans.  Under  the  Romans  the 
whole  of  Spain  was  divided  into  judicial  districts,  in  which  the 
pro-consul  or  governor  dispensed  justice.  The  first  district  was 
Boetica.  This  district  under  Augustus  comprehended  modern 
Andalusia,  the  southern  part  of  Spanish  Estremadura,  a  large  part 
of  La  Mancha,  and  a  part  of  the  Portuguese  province  of  Aleutego. 
The  country  abounded  in  invaluable  products.  In  the  mountains 
were  gold,  copper,  iron,  cinnabar  and  marble.  It  also  contained 
rich  pastures,  where  were  fed  sheep  remarkable  for  the  richness  of 
their  fleeces.  As  the  Romans,  who  were  masters  of  this  rich  terri¬ 
tory  in  Spain  for  six  centuries,  kept  in  Italy  fine  sheep,  the  conclu¬ 
sion  is  obvious  that  they  transported  their  best  sheep  into  this  dis¬ 
trict  in  Spain.  The  territory  of  ancient  Tarentine  was  famed  for 
its  wool,  and  much  was  grown  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  modern 
town.  The  River  Galesus,  now  the  Gobso,  flowed  within  five  miles 
of  Tarentine  and  fell  into  the  inner  harbor.  The  sheep  which  fed 
along  the  banks  of  this  stream  and  in  the  adjacent  valley  of  Anion 
had  a  wool  so  fine  that  they  were  covered  with  a  skin  to  protect  it 
from  injury.  It  is  far  more  probable  that  the  Romans  carried  the 
fine-wool  sheep  into  Spain  than  that  they  transported  them  from 
Spain  into  Italy.  This  argument  is  strengthened  from  the  fact 
that  the  Roman  method  of  sheep  management  is  found  in  Spain. 
Coincidence  of  management  is  found  in  the  migration  of  flocks, 
salting  sheep,  flocks  led  by  goats,  the  practice  of  killing  lambs  to 
give  more  nourishment  to  the  young,  principles  of  breeding,  the 
use  of  dogs  to  guard  the  flocks,  penning  the  sheep  with  woven 
hurdles  and  the  organization  of  the  shepherds  as  to  their  work,  pay, 
etc.  All  these  things  are  Roman  in  their  origin,  and  were  evi¬ 
dently  transferred  to  Spain  during  the  six  centuries  the  Romans 
had  the  ascendancy  in  that  country. 

“Having  thus  established  the  breed  of  Spanish  Merinos,  it  may 
he  well  to  trace  its  progress  and  development  in  other  countries  of 
the  Old  World  until  it  is  transplanted  to  our  own  shores  by  Col. 
Humphreys,  and  where  it  has  found  its  greatest  success.  In  the 
narrative  of  these  several  branches  it  is  deemed  unnecessary  to  be 
so  elaborate  as  have  Youatt,  Morrell  and  Randall — as  these  sketches 
are  easily  accessible  if  not  already  familiar  to  breeders.  The  first 
to  carry  away  the  Golden  Fleece  was  Mr.  Alstroemer.  In  1723  he 
succeeded  in  importing  a  small  flock  of  pure  Merinos  from  Spain 
into  Sweden.  ‘The  same  year  the  Swedish  government  estab¬ 
lished  an  agricultural  school  under  the  superintendence  of  this  suc¬ 
cessful  importer,  and  made  every  effort  to  extend  the  breed  and 
with  abundant  success.  At  the  close  of  the  Seven-year  war  in  1765 
the  elector  of  Saxony  obtained  from  the  king  of  Spain  one  bund- 
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red  rams  and  two  hundred  ewes.  A  part  of  these  he  kept  pure  on 
his  own  farm,  the  other  part  he  distributed  through  the  country 
for  the  improvement  of  the  native  sheep.  He  also  adopted  the 
best  method  of  extending  this  branch  of  husbandry  by  establishing 
schools  for  the  instruction  of  shepherds,  and  by  publishing  and 
circulating  chapters  on  the  care,  management  and  breeding  of 
sheep.  It  was  soon  discovered  that  the  breed  not  only  maintained 
all  the  properties  it  had  when  imported,  but  by  judicious  selections 
of  the  breeding  stock  it  was  capable  of  great  improvement.’  The 
sheep  masters  of  that  day  were  not  desirous  of  producing  mutton 
sheep,  but  their  object  was  to  secure  a  fleece  of  surpassing  fineness. 
Hence  they  selected  the  finest-wool  stock  to  produce  this  result, 
and  rejected  all  such  as  indicated  a  lack  of  this  property.  By  pur¬ 
suing  this  true  principle  of  breeding,  and  paying  due  regard  to  the 
character  of  the  pasture,  and  taking  due  care  through  the  winter,  a 
fine  quality  of  wool  and  a  greatly  improved  animal  was  obtained. 
Mr.  Fink  in  1768  introduced  Saxon  Merino  sheep  into  the  duchy 
of  Mudeburg,  and  ten  years  afterwards  some  pure  Merinos  from 
Spain.  His  efforts  to  improve  the  sheep  of  the  country  soon  at¬ 
tracted  the  notice  of  the  Prussian  government,  and  in  1768  Fred¬ 
erick  the  Great  imported  direct  from  Spain  100  rams  and  200  ewes. 
A  large  jjortion  of  these  died  of  various  maladies  in  the  vicinity  of 
Berlin.  This  failure  was  only  a  stimulus  to  renewed  efforts,  and 
the  next  one  in  the  right  direction.  Mr.  Fink  was  commissioned 
to  make  another  purchase  of  one  thousand  pure  Merinos  from 
Spain,  and  under  his  superintendence  agricultural  schools  were 
established  for  the  instruction  of  shepherds,  and  for  disseminating 
knowledge  respecting  the  treatment  of  sheep.  The  native  breeds 
were  improved  by  the  admixture  of  Merino  blood. 

“  The  Empress  Maria  Theresa  in  1773  imported  into  Hungary  300 
Merinos.  Subsequent  importations  were  made  and  schools  for 
farmers  and  shepherds  established;  printed  instructions  were  issued 
regarding  the  nature  of  wool  and  the  methods  of  treatment  to  be 
adopted.  Hungary  and  other  Austrian  states  can  boast  of  a  race 
of  Merinos  surpassing  in  fineness  the  finest  of  Spain.” 

From  these  historical  facts,  what  may  the  Atwood  breeders 
learn  ?  The  success  which  has  attended  that  part  of  husbandry  to 
which  they  were  more  particularly  directed  was  sufficient  to  prove 
to  us  that  the  policy  is  a  sound  one.  It  gave  them  such  success  in 
this  enterprise  that  it  places  a  straight  line  of  blood  far  above  all 
others.  All  these  difficulties  have  been  surmounted  by  a  skilled 
application  of  the  true  principles  of  breeding. 

The  history  of  the  Merino  sheep  in  France  is  somewhat  different 
from  that  of  other  European  nations,  and  its  character  is  as  varied 
as  its  history.  It  was  the  illustrious  Jean  Baptiste  Colbert — a 
woolen-draper’s  apprentice  who  by  his  industry  and  talents  rose  to 
be  Minister  of  Finance  to  Louis  XIV. — that  introduced  the  Merinos 
into  France.  He  saw  the  prosperous  condition  of  Spain  through 
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her  trade  and  commerce,  and  though  only  separated  by  the  small 
chain  of  Pyrenees  Mountains,  yet  neither  the  production  of  fine 
wool  nor  its  manufacture  had  been  introduced  into  Prance.  Amid 
his  numerous  plans  for  extending  the  arts  and  commerce  he  con¬ 
ceived  the  idea  of  producing  fine  cloths,  but  to  do  this  he  must 
have  fine  wool,  and  for  this  he  obtained  a  number  of  Merino  sheep 
from  Spain.  But  this  well-devised  plan,  through  the  opposition  it 
met  with,  from  prejudices  of  the  people,  proved  an  entire  failure. 
A  century  after  Colbert  had  made  this  attempt,  Trudaine,  the  min¬ 
ister  of  finance  under  Louis  XV.,  had  direction  of  the  department 
of  commerce;  although  at  that  time  the  happy  effects  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  administration  were  evident  in  the  progress  of  French  indus¬ 
try,  yet  the  mauufacturers  obtained  all  their  choice  wools  from 
abroad.  In  1786  the  French  government  imported  283  Merinos 
from  Spain.  These  were  placed  upon  nine  farms  situated  in  as 
many  different  departments  of  the  kingdom.  The  intention  was  to 
naturalize  the  Merino,  and  to  improve  the  indigenous  breeds  by 
crossing  with  the  pure  Spanish  Merinos.  Rams  and  ewes  were  offered 
to  the  farmers  gratuitously, and  many  refused  the  gift.  The  offspring 
of  the  flocks  upon  the  royal  farms  were  distributed  among  the  nobil¬ 
ity  of  the  different  provinces.  These,  however, were  nearly  all  lost  for 
the  want  of  care.  But  the  flock  on  the  Rambouillet  farm  was  pre¬ 
served  through  all  the  vicissitudes  of  the  French  Revolution.  They 
met  with  some  success,  but  to-day  that  celebrated  flock  is  surpassed 
by  that  of  many  an  American  breeder.  The  efforts  made  by  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  France  to  increase  and  improve  the  Merino  breed  has 
not  met  with  that  success  which  it  reached  in  other  countries.  For, 
although  the  soil  and  climate  of  France  are  well  adapted  to  sheep 
husbandry,  yet  the  prejudice  and  ignorance  of  the  small  farmers 
prevented  that  extensive  adaptation  and  general  improvement  of 
the  breed  which  has  been  accomplished  in  other  countries. 

1  “  In  1791  George  III.  of  England  obtained  from  Spain  a  dock  of 

Merinos.  These  were  placed  upon  the  royal  farms.  At  first  great 
interest  was  excited  through  the  country.  Rams  were  soon  sold 
from  these  flocks  for  nearly  twenty  pounds  sterling,  and  ewes  for 
nine  pounds  each.  They  were  soon  mixed  with  other  breeds,  im¬ 
parting  to  them  a  finer  fleece  and  receiving  in  return  some  of  those 
qualities  for  which  the  English  sheep  are  so  justly  celebrated. 

“  At  the  present  time  there  are  but  few  flocks  of  the  pure  breed 
that  have  been  naturalized.  They  have  been  greatly  increased  in 
size,  the  wool  grown  longer  and  may  have  lost  some  of  its  tenacity. 
In  1796  the  Directory  of  the  French  Republic,  by  a  secret  article 
in  the  treaty  of  Basle,  obtained  power  to  import  from  Spain  one 
hundred  rams  and  one  thousand  ewes  annually  for  five  years. 
After  they  had  received  about  two  thousand  head  the  Spanish  gov¬ 
ernment  broke  the  treaty.  Four  rams  of  this  number  were  shipped 
to  the  United  States  ;  three  perished  on  the  voyage.  The  surviving, 
one  was  used  with  success  in  the  State  of  New  Fork  until  1808, 
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when  he  was  taken  to  the  vicinity  of  Wilmington,  Del.,  where  his 
services  were  gratutiously  offered  by  his  owner  to  his  neighbors. 
Few,  however,  availed  themselves  of  so  generous  an  offer.  This, 
like  the  offer  made  by  the  French  government,  proves  that  what¬ 
ever  attempts  may  be  made  by  government  to  develop  or  improve 
the  resources  of  a  country  they  will  be  sure  to  fail  unless  ably  sec¬ 
onded  by  a  determination  on  the  part  of  those  to  be  benefited  to 
help  themselves  and  thankfully  receive  every  proffered  aid.” 

Mr.  Wm.  Foster  brought  home  with  him  from  Cadiz,  in  1793, 
two  Merino  ewes  and  one  ram.  These  he  presented  to  Mr.  An¬ 
drew  Craig  of  Cambridge,  Mass.  Years  afterward  the  donor  met 
Mr.  Craig  at  an  auction  sale  buying  a  ram  for  $1000.  On  enquiry 
he  learned  that  the  gentleman  at  the  time  he  received  the  present, 
being  ignorant  of  their  value,  killed  them  for  mutton. 

The  history  of  the  Spanish  Merino  race  has  now  been  brought 
down  from  Roman  civilization  to  the  commencement  of  the  present 
century,  when  first  pure-blood  Merinos  were  transplanted  to  Amer¬ 
ican  shores.  It  is  not  necessary  to  speak  of  the  importations  of 
different  parties;  therefore  we  confine  the  narrative  to  the  impor¬ 
tation  of  Humphreys  and  from  them  trace  the  line  of  descent. 
There  have  been  other  importations  of  value,  but  as  genealogy  is  the 
main  object,  it  will  be  confined  to  the  Humphreys  importation  and 
to  the  Atwood  family  direct  and  the  offspring  carrying  the  straight 
blood  in  their  veins — which  have  made  their  homes  in  widely  scat¬ 
tered  sections  of  the  country. 

This  noble  family,  which  has  borne  the  armorial  insignia,  and 
never  faltered  in  the  footsteps  of  progress,  or  mixed  its  blood — 
this  club  has  been  established  to  sustain,  and  transmit  to  future 
generations.  By  this  importation  the  fruits  of  decades  and  centu¬ 
ries  in  the  older  countries  have  been  matured  in  New  England. 
Within  half  a  century  Connecticut  and  Vermont  have  spread  the 
Spanish  Merino  sheep  over  all  the  prairies  of  the  West — and  even 
sent  them  back  to  ameliorate  the  stock  of  Europe.  It  is  therefore 
interesting  to  trace  the  course  through  which  this  blood  has  been 
brought  to  its  present  excellence,  which  enables  it  to  stand  alone 
on  its  own  merits  beyond  any  capability  of  future  improvement  by 
any  variety  of  Merino  sheep  now  existing  in  any  part  of  the  world. 
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A  BRIEF  SKETCH  OF  HIS  LIFE. 

The  following  sketch  of  the  life  of  Stephen  Atwood  is  furnished 
for  this  work  by  Mr.  Roderick  Atwood  of  Minortown,  Ct.  The 
portrait  which  it  accompanies  is  from  a  photograph  taken  only  a  • 
short  time  before  Mr.  Atwood’s  death. 

Stephen  Atwood  was  born  April  14,  1785,  in  Woodbury,  Ct., 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  place  where  he  died,  February  5, 
1867,  aged  eighty-one  years,  nine  months  and  twenty-one  days. 
His  father  and  grandfather  both  occupied  the  farm  on  which  he 
was  born,  and  Lewis  Atwood  lives  there  now  (1881). 

Noble  Atwood,  Stephen’s  father,  married  Miss  Margaret  Judd, 
daughter  of  Stephen  Judd.  She  was  born  January  23,  1759,  and 
died  on  the  20th  of  March,  1833.  Five  children  were  born  to 
them — Curtis,  Stephen,  Warner,  Elijah  and  Nancy. 

Stephen  Atwood  married  Miss  Ruth  Bronson  of  Middlebury, 
Ct.  They  had  nine  children.  Three  sons  only  were  living  at 
the  time  of  their  father’s  death,  namely,  Chauncey,  George  and 
Eben.  The  two  former  still  survive.  About  a  year  before  he  died 
Mr.  Atwood  divided  his  flock  among  the  three  sons. 

Mr.  Atwood’s  school  education  was  hardly  equal  to  that  of  most 
of  the  young  men  of  his  town;  for  he  was  obliged  to  work  through 
the  summer  and  had  but  a  few  weeks  in  the  winter  for  study.  But 
his  sterling  integrity,  keen  intellect  and  close  attention  to  business 
made  him  early  in  life  one  of  the  foremost,  shrewdest  and  ablest 
men  of  affairs  in  the  town*  and  county.  When  about  thirty  years 
of  age  he  made  his  first  purchases  of  sheep  of  Humphreys  blood  ; 
and  he  proved  the  chief  one  to  preserve  and  improve  that  noted 
family  of  Merinos.  He  was  very  familiar  with  his  flock,  was  his 
own  shepherd  and  had  names  for  most  or  all  of  the  sheep  he 
owned.  He  was  careful  in  breeding,  using  only  such  rams  as  he 
knew  to  be  of  pure  blood  upon  his  “full- bloods,”  as  he  generally 
called  them. 

Mr.  Atwood  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature  in  1842,  and  held 
other  offices  of  trust  that  came  within  the  gift  of  his  town.  He 
was  highly  esteemed  and  honored  by  his  own  townsmen,  and  com¬ 
manded  respect  and  confidence  wherever  he  was  known. 
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In  the  early  pages  of  this  book  the  history  of  the  Spanish  Merino 
sheep  is  traced  through  several  centuries.  There  is  also  given  the 
historv  of  the  Humphreys  importation  from  Spain.  We  now  come 
to  that  strain  of  blood  that  forms  the  foundation  rock  upon 
which  this  club  rests  its  claims  for  recognition. 

The  improvement  effected  in  the  race  under  the  enlightened 
management  of  Stephen  Atwood,  is' acknowledged  on  all  sides.  He 
was  the  leader  in  the  production  of  the  present  hardy  and  valuable 
animals;  yet  to  another  must  be  awarded  the  credit  for  bringing 
them  to  the  perfection  they  afterward  attained,  and  of  placing 
them  in  the  front  rank  of  American  sheep. 

The  story  of  Mr.  Atwood’s  methods  and  progress  is  simple,  and 
is  familiar  to  all  breeders  of  fine-wools,  so  that  it  need  not  be  retold 
at  great  length  in  this  volume.  He  established  the  flock  repre¬ 
sented  by  this  club,  and  hence  the  name  of  the  organization. 

In  the  year  1813,  Mr.  Atwood  purchased  of  John  Higgs  one  six- 
years-old  ewe  which  was  raised  by  Col.  David  Humphreys  out  of  one 
of  his  imported  ewes.  He  sold  her,  with  two  others,  to  a  Dutch¬ 
man  in  Fishkill,  N.  Y.  The  three  were  bought  by  Mr.  Riggs,  for 
a  company,  the  price  paid  being  $4,500.  After  the  importations 
of  Jarvis  had  been  made,  the  price  of  sheep  fell,  and  Mr.  Atwood 
paid  but  $120  for  the  ewe  in  question.  This  was  the  starting 
point  of  the  Atwood  flock  so  celebrated  to-day.  The  story  of  the 
first  purchase  is  told  as  above  in  a  letter  from  Mr.  Atwood;  he  says: 

“  1  bred  the  Riggs  ewe  and  her  progeny  to  rams  1  knew  to  be  of 
pure  Humphreys  blood,  till  1819,”  when,  as  he  states  in  the  letter 
previously  referred  to,  “  I  bought  from  the  Leman  Stone  flock,  that 
he  raised  from  Col.  Humphreys’  flock,  five  ewe  lambs  that  I  selected ; 
and  with  these  five  lambs  and  the  ewe  I  bought  first,  I  have  raised 
mv  flock  of  sheep.”  He  used  for  some  time  rams  not  of  his  own 
flock,  but  he  says  “  there  were  plenty  of  sheep  from  the  Hum¬ 
phreys  flock  in  my  region,  so  that  I  could  get  good  bucks.” 

1  This  is  the  story  of  Mr.  Atwood’s  beginning  as  told  by  himself. 
The  purity  of  his  flock,  as  well  as  the  care  exercised  in  breeding 
them,  are  attested  by  his  neighbors  and  intimate  acquaintances. 
Mr.  Robert  Camp,  of  Middlebury,  Ct.  ,  who  is  74  years  of  age,  in 
February  last  made  a  sworn  statement  in  which  he  deposes: 

That  Mr.  Stephen  Atwood,  of  Woodbury,  a  town  next  adjoining  Middlebury, 
was  the  only  man  in  this  vicinity  who  kept  his  flock  of  Spanish  Merinos  pure 
in  later  years;  that  in  my  boyhood  there  was  much  excitement  in  the  Merino 
gheep  market*;  that  I  remember  that  afterwards  there  was  a  time  when  Span- 
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isli  Merino  sheep  were  very  dull  and  found  sale  only  at  moderate  prices  ;  that 
at  or  about  this  time  and  at  divers  other  times  until  the  time  of  Mr.  Atwood’s 
death,  I  saw  Mr.  Atwood  and  talked  with  him  about  his  sheep;  that  he  repeat¬ 
edly  told  me  that  he  had  always  kept  them  pure  and  that,  so  far  as  he  knew, 
he  was  the  only  man  that  he  knew  that  had  kept  them  pure  and  he  has  always 
enjoyed  that  reputation;  that  Mr.  Atwood  in  conversation  with  me,  when  I 
asked  him  how  he  had  continued  to  improve  his  flock,  replied  that  he  had  al¬ 
ways  kept  the  best  and  that  as  long  as  he  did  that  he  could  keep  Vermont  men 
coming  here  after  them. 

Here  are  other  statements  covering  pretty  nearly  the  same  ground  : 

I,  George  N.  Judson,  of  Woodbury,  Ct. ,  certify  that  I  am  eighty  years  of  age 
and  was  born  in  the  town  of  Woodbury,  Ct.  I  live  on  the  farm  where  I  was 
born  and  have  always  lived  within  two  miles  of  Stephen  Atwood’s.  I  have 
kept  sheep  from  boyhood  and  have  used  rams  for  thirty  years  bred  by  Stephen 
Atwood.  I  bought  these  rams  of  Mr.  Atwood  as  being  pure  Humphreys  blood. 
Mr.  Atwood  always  called  these  rams  pure  Humphreys,  and  I  believe  they  were 
such.  I  had  my  rams  of  Mr.  Atwood  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  I  believe 
Mr.  Atwood  never  used  any  rams  to  his  pure-blood  ewes  except  pure  Humph¬ 
reys  rams.  [Signed]  GEORGE  N.  JUDSON. 

Woodbury,  Ct.,  February  3,  1886. 

Watertown,  Ct.,  February  2,  1886. 

This  certifies  that  I  went  to  Mr.  Stephen  Atwood’s  to  live  in  about  the  year 
1815  or  ’16  and  lived  there  constantly  for  seven  or  eight  years  and  then  made 
my  home  there  for  some  time  afterward.  After  I  left  I  bought  a  few  ewes  and 
he  (Mr.  Atwood)  also  gave  me  two  or  three.  I  bred  these  and  their  de¬ 
scendants  to  his  rams  and  those  bred  within  the  flock  until  ten  or  twelve  years 
ago  and  never  bred  to  any  others*  He  always  told  me  they  were  pure  Humph¬ 
reys.  I  was  knowing  to  the  different  rams  lie  used  and  to  the  fact  that  they 
were  called  pure  Humphreys  by  Mr.  Atwood  and  others.  I  have  always  lived 
close  to  Mr.  Atwood  since  leaving  his  employ  and  have  been  very  intimate  with 
•him  and  well  acquainted  with  his  breeding.  Mr.  Atwood  always  told  me  and 
others  that  his  sheep  were  pure  Humphreys  and  that  he  used  no  others  on  his 
pure-bloods.  At  the  time  he  sold  out  the  100  sheep  he  got  rid  of  all  his  sheep 
but  pure  Humphreys.  This  was  about  1836.

Mr.  Atwood  bred  the  progeny  of  the  Riggs  ewe  and  the  ewes 
purchased  of  Mr.  Stone  to  rams  either  of  his  own  breeding  or  to 
those  he  knew  to  be  of  pure  Humphreys  blood  till  1830.  From 
that  date  to  1864 — with  one  or  two  exceptions  to  a  few  ewes — he 
used  rams  of  his  own  breeding.  In  1864  a  few  ewes  were  brought 
to  Vermont  and  served,  but  the  produce  of  these  all  died.  The 
purity  of  the  blood  of  the  rams  used  by  Mr.  Atwood  previous  to 
1845  has  been  questioned  in  only  two  instances — the  Thrall  ram, 
so-called,  and  the  Blakeslee  ram.  As  against  any  theories  sent  out 
for  the  purpose  of  throwing  doubt  upon  these  we  have  Mr.  Atwood’s 
statement,  before  quoted,  that  “there  were  plenty  of  Humphreys 
sheep  in  my  region,  so  that  I  could  get  good  bucks.”  This  being 
the  case,  it  is  extremely  improbable  that,  one  so  careful  in  his 
breeding  as  Mr.  Atwood  is  conceded  to  have  been  would  have  used 
rams  about  which  there  was  any  doubt.  Mr.  George  S.  Atwood, 
in  a  statement  made  under  date  of  February  4,  1886,  says  with 
reference  to  the  Thrall  ram:  “I  remember  the  Thrall  ram  being 
at  father’s,  and  know  he  got  only  four  or  five  lambs.  He  was  there 
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but  si  few  days.”  The  Thrall  ram’s  breeding  is  of  consequence- 
chiefly  for  the  reason  that  he  is  said  to  have  been  the  sire  of  the 
ram  Matchless,  one  of  the  earliest  Atwood  sheep  brought  to  Ver¬ 
mont.  But  this  could  not  have  been.  Mr.  Geo.  S.  Atwood  certi¬ 
fies  : 

Watertown,  Ct.,  February  5,  1886. 

I  hereby  certify  that  my  father,  Stephen  Atwood,  in  January,  1844,  sold  to 
Messrs  Hammond  &  Hall,  of  Vermont,  three  .rams  t-wo  years  old  the  following 
spring.  One  of  said  rams  was  mine  and  the  other  two  belonged  to  my  brother 
Cliauncey.  I  did  not  know  the  sire  of  my  ram,  but  understood  that  one  of 
Chauncey’s  was  sired  by  the  ram  called  the  Thrall  ram. 

[Signed]  GEORGE  S.  ATWOOD. 

ft  is  not  claimed  that  two  rams  sired  by  the  Thrall  ram 
came  to  Vermont;  the  record  is  that  Matchless  was  yeaned  in 
>41;  this  one,  sired  by  the  Thrall  ram,  was  yeaned  in  1842;  hence 
this  ram  was  not  Matchless,  and  Matchless  coul  l  not  have  been 
included  in  this  lot,  as  all  of  them  were  yeaned  in  1842.  Moreover, 
the  evidence  is  that  the  Thrall  ram  was  at  Mr,  Atwood’s  but  one 
year  and  then  only  for  a  few  days,  and  that  must  have  been  the  fall  of 
*1841,  while  Matchless  was  yeaned  the  previous  spring  —  an 
additional  proof,  if  one  were  required,  that  the  Thrall  ram  was  not 
the  sire  of  Matchless. 

Attempts  have  also  been  made  to  show  from  what  was  said  by 
Mr.  David  Mattoon  that  there  was  a  question  as  to  the  purity  of 
Mr.  Atwood’s  sheep.  Butin  a  private  letter,  written  in  1882  in 
reply  to  one  from  a  gentleman  of  this  county  suggesting  that  there 
were  doubts  concerning  the  purity  of  Mr.  Atwood’s  sheep,  Mr. 
Mattoon  says: 

1  am  71  years  old;  have  lived  here  since  I  was  six  years  old,  within 
one  and  a  half  miles  of  Mr.  Atwood  and  three  miles  of  Mr.  Blakeslee; 
have  been  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits;  from  the  age  of  21  to  within  a 
few  years  have  kept  and  bred  sheep,  and  from  the  knowledge  I  have  been 
able  to  obtain  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  you  can  have  no  good 
and  suffiicent  reason  to  doubt  the  purity  of  the  Atwood  blood  as  Spanish  Meri¬ 
nos  of  the  Humphreys  importation. 

In  another  letter  to  the  same  gentleman  Mi-.  Mattoon  deals 
particularly  with  the  Blakeslee  ram,  and  shows  how  the  controversy 
about  him  arose.  He  says  : 

You  ask  me  to  give  you  any  information  of  which  lam  possessed  about  the 
blood  of  the  rams  used  by  Mr.  Atwood  that  he  did  not  raise  himself.  In  reply 
I  would  say  that  I  have  never  known  but  one  of  those  bucks  called  in  question 
and  that  was  the  Blakeslee  buck.  I  think  Mr.  Atwood  used  him  to  a  few  light 
complexioned  ewes,  as  he  was  quite  dark,  for  one  or  two  seasons.  I  then  used 
him  two  seasons  to  some  forty  ewes  and  think  him  to  have  been  one  of  the 
best  bucks  I  ever  used.  I  think  said  buck  came  from  Mr.  Bacon’s  of  Wood¬ 
bury  and  was  strictly  of  the  Humphreys  blood  I  am  aware  that  Mr.  Blakes¬ 
lee  was  jealous  of  Mr.  Atwood  as  a  rival  in  sheep  culture  and  used  consider¬ 
able  effort  to  cast  some  stain  on  Mr.  Atwood’s  Hock,  especially  as  regards  this 
buck  he  sold  to  Mr.  Atwood.  Mr.  Atwood  was  a  man  held  in  high  esteem  by  all 
who  knew  him  for  his  uprightness  of  character  in  all  business  matters.  As  a 
sheep  breeder  he  had  no  equal.  I  believe  his  entire  flock  to  be  of  the  Hum¬ 
phreys  importation  strictly.

Mr.  Blakeslee  was  jealous  of  Mr.  Atwoocl,  and  attempted  to 
injure  him  by  raising  doubts  as  to  the  blood  of  bis  ram.  That  is 
all  there  was  of  it,  and  it  amounts  to  nothing  as  proof.  Mr. 
Atwood’s  two  sons,  Cbauncey  and  George,  say  to-day,  as  they 
always  have  said,  that  their  father  repeatedly  told  them  that 
he  never  used  and  retained  the  blood  of  any  ram  except 
such  as  he  was  sure  was  of  pure  Humphreys  blood.  It  seems, 
too,  that  Mr.  Blakeslee  did  not  claim  until  many  years  after¬ 
ward  that  this  ram  was  not  of  pure  Humphreys  blood.  Then, 
finding  that  Mr.  Atwood’s  greater  sagacity  had  led  him  to  produce 
a  breed  of  sheep  much  superior  to  his  own,  Mr.  Blakeslee  set  about 
injuring  his  rival.  When  he  lay  at  the  point  of  death,  Mr. 
Atwood  for  the  first  time  heard  the  stories  Mr.  Blakeslee  was  circu¬ 
lating  about  this  ram.  He  called  his  son  George  to  his  bedside  and 
said:  “  George,  I  want  you  to  remember  that  Blakeslee  is  telling 
a  different  story  now  about  that  ram  I  bought  of  him  from  what 
he  always  has  told.”  From  the  above  it  is  necessary  to  con¬ 
clude  that  Mr.  Blakeslee  was  either  mistaken  about  the  ram  or 
was  guilty  of  untruthfulness.  He  either  conveyed  a  wrong 
impression  to  Mr.  Atwood  when  he  sold  him  the  ram,  for  he 
then  represented  him  to  be  of  pure  Humphreys  blood;  or,  later 
on,  he  told  what  he  knew  was  not  so  when  he  said  the  ram  was 
not  of  that  blood.  Hence,  in  whatever  light  viewed,  it  is  manifest 
that  Blakeslee  proved  himself  unreliable;  and  neither  of  his  state¬ 
ments,  considered  apart  from  the  circumstances,  is  entitled  to  cre¬ 
dence,  but  one  of  them  must  have  been  in  accordance  with  the 
fact,  for  the  ram  could  not  have  been  both  pure  and  impure 
Humphreys  blood.  Mr.  Blakeslee  was  most  likely  to  have  been  right 
when  he  sold  the  ram,  as  there  was  then  no  rivalry  between  them; 
and  therefore,  taking  everything  into  account,  it  may  be  accepted  as 
proven  that  the  ram  was  as  he  first  said  he  was — of  pure  Humph¬ 
reys  blood.  To  show  the  argument  more  clearly,  let  us  sum  up.  Mr. 
Blakeslee  was  unreliable;  he  could  not  have  said  what  was  not  true 
at  both  times,  and  he  had  the  stronger  motive  for  misstating  the 
facts  on  the  last  occasion,  when  he  said  the  ram  was  not  of  pure 
Humphreys  blood.  If,  then,  any  weight  is  attached  to  what  Mr 
Blakeslee  said,  it  must  be  conceded  that  the  ram  was  wh  at  Mr 
Atwood  said  he  was — pure  Humphreys. 

The  following  statements  relating  to  the  early  history  of  Mr. 
Atwood’s  flock  are  given  as  showing  the  care  he  took  to  retain  only 
the  best  of  his  sheep;  also  the  understanding  of  his  family  regard¬ 
ing  them: 

Watertown,  Ct.,  Feb.  4,  1886. 

This  certifies  that  my  father  made  a  sale  of  100  sheep  in  the  year  1836.  1 

was  present  and  assisted  my  father  in  the  selection  of  the  sheep.  This  100 
sheep  were  the  poorest  or  such  as  he  chose  to  throw  out.  *  *  *  * 

I  have  always  heard  my  father  call  his  flock  of  sheep  Humphreys  and  many 
times  I  have  heard  him  call  them  pure  Humphreys.  In  1839  I  commenced 
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breeding  a  flock  of  my  own.  I  bought  the  pick  of  my  father’s  two-years-old 
ewes  and  ewe  lambs  of  one  each  and  I  have  been  in  the  same  business  and 
with  the  same  flock  to  the  present  time.

Watertown,  Ct.,  Feb.  15,  1886. 

I,  Maria  Atwood,  daughter  of  the  late  Stephen  Atwood,  of  Woodbury,  Ct.,. 
hereby  certify  that  I  am  now  65  years  old;  that  I  remember  distinctly  of  hear¬ 
ing  my  father  state  the  history  of  the  origin  and  improvement  of  his  noted 
flock  of  Merino  Sheep  to  those  who  called  to  buy  or  see  them — how  that  he 
commenced  with  one  ewe  from  Humphreys  of  Humplireysville,  an  imported 
ewe,  and  that  he  had  always  kept  them  pure  in  that  blood.  I  have  heard  my 
mother  say  repeatedly  that  the  story  was  always  the  same  and  that  she  was 
tired  of  hearing  it  over  and  over  again.

It  seems,  then,  that  from  these  six  animals  sprang  the  most  noted 
family  of  sheep  in  the  world.  The  history  of  the  flock  and  of  its 
management  forcibly  illustrates  the  sagacity  and  sound  judgment 
of  one  who  studied  the  laws  of  cause  and  effect  in  breeding  and 
thereby  became  the  benefactorof  his  fellow-breeders  and  of  succeed¬ 
ing  generations  of  flock-masters  to  this  day. 

From  1815  to  1835,  the  “old-fashioned”  Merino  received  but 
little  attention.  It  was  not  till  the  superiority  of  Mr.  Atwood’s 
flock  began  to  attract  notice  that  Col.  Humphreys’  importation  was 
regarded  with  special  favor. 

Mr.  Atwood  was  a  thoroughly  practical  man.  He  devoted  him-  • 
self  exclusively  to  his  sheep,  and  was  his  own  shepherd;  and  the 
sincerity  and  accuracy  of  his  statements  regarding  his  flock  were 
not  questioned  by  those  who  knew  him  best.  He  selected  rams  for 
their  excellencies,  and  having  in  mind  what  Col.  Humphreys  had 
effected  in  the  direction  of  improvement  by  this  means,  continued 
on  in  the  same  line.  Naturally  he  met  with  success,  as  will  any 
one  who  tries  and  will  make  a  study  of  the  science  of  breeding. 
How  much  of  a  change  in  the  sheep  of  the  day  Mr.  Atwood 
brought  about  has  been  at  times  a  controverted  point;  but  this 
much  is  certain,  that  it  was  of  sufficient  account  to  justify  a  dis¬ 
tinguishing  name— Atwood  Merino.  It  is  scarcely  supposable  that 
a  name  would  have  been  given  them  had  they  not  possessed  marked 
peculiarities  impressed  upon  them  by  Mr.  Atwood’s  methods  of 
breeding. 

The  best  specimens  of  Humphreys  ewes  of  the  period  between  180X5 
and  1813,  yielded  from  3^-  to  4  pounds  of  washed  wool,  and  the  rams 
from  6  to  7  pounds.  In  1S44,  Mr.  Atwood’s  heaviest-fleeced  ewe 
yielded  6  pounds,  0  ounces,  and  his  heaviest  ram’s  fleece  of  that 
year  was  12  pounds,  4  ounces.  These  figures  indicate  the  gain  in 
fleece  made  by  Mr.  Atwood.  If  his  sheep  had  been  cared  for  and 
housed  as  they  arc  by  the  best  shepherds  to-day,  the  improvement 
in  weight  of  fleece  and  carcass  would  have  been  much  greater  than 
it  was. 

When  the  Spanish  Merino  next  came  into  notice  and  favor,  Mr. 
Atwood’s  flock  was  very  soon  the  favorite  and  colonies  from  it  were 
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rapidly  planted  throughout  the  United  States.  Then  also  arose 
another  intelligent  farmer  of  the  stamp  of  Mr.  Atwood — Edwin 
Hammond  of  Middlebury,  Vt. — and  he  became  the  first  and  fore¬ 
most  improver  of  the  family.  The  services  of  Mr.  Atwood  proved 
of  great  value  to  his  fellows  and  to  the  material  industry  of  the 
country.  He  sold  many  sheep  which  formed  the  foundations  of  a 
number  of  good  flocks.  His  own  Hock  numbered  less  than  two 
hundred,  and  yet  in  it  he  succeeded  in  making  improvements  both 
in  form  and  fleece;  and  there  is  abundant  evidence  that  his  blood 
produces  the  best  class  of  sheep  in  the  world.  It  is  therefore  a 
matter  of  more  than  common  interest  to  trace  the  steps  by  which 
this  stock  has  reached  its  present  excellence,  so  that  it  is  able  to 
stand  alone  on  its  individual  merits. 

Another  principle  was  established  in  Mr.  Atwood’s  experience, 
namely,  that  only  straight  blood  should  be  employed  in  the 
improvement  of  the  race  of  sheep.  Recognition  of  this  fact  has 
caused  the  intelligent  and  ambitious  breeder  to  obtain  animals 
from  well-known  and  established  flocks,  the  character  of  whose 
breeding  qualities  and  wool  meets  the  demands  of  the  grower  and 
manufacturer. 

The  importance  of  good  selections  to  breed  from  is  well  known 
to  all  engaged  in  improving  any  breed  of  domestic  animals.  The 
gradual  improvement  on  the  part  of  breeders  of  the  Atwoods 
has  continued,  until  it  is  demonstrated  that,  that  race  has  no  supe¬ 
rior  in  the  world,  as  a  wool  bearer,  or  as  an  improver  of  an  inferior 
race  of  sheep. 

Mr.  John  L.  Hayes,  writing  upon  the  improvement  made  by 
American  breeders,  says  that: 

The  improvement  of  which  American  breeders  boast  has  been  mainly  effected 
•  upon  stock  derived  from  one  of  the  earliest  importations,  that  of  Col.  Hum¬ 
phreys,  in  1802.  The  Atwood  family,  originated  with  Stephen  Atwood  of 
Connecticut,  was  derived  from  rams  and  ewes  from  Col.  Humphreys  flock. 
Allegations  were  formerly  made  that  his  stock  was  derived  from  the  celebrated 
ancient  Spanish  Cabanna  of  the  Duke  of  Infantado.  This  assumption  we 
observe  the  publishing  committee  discard  as  well  as  the  existence  of  Paular 
blood  set  up  by  the  owners  of  some  other  flocks.  The  Atwood  blood  was  intro¬ 
duced  into  Vermont  in  1844  by  Mr.  Edwin  Hammond,  the  Bakewell  of  America, 
and  Mr.  R.  P.  Hall,  and  in  the  list  of  572  stock  rams  enumerated  we  find  345 
described  as  of  Atwood  blood. 

The  publishing  committee  of  the  Vermont  Merino  Sheep  Breed¬ 
ers’ Association  say: 

We  believe  that  there  is  scarcely  a  stock  ram  of  any  note  in  Vermont  that 
does  not  in  whole  or  in  part  trace  its  pedigree  to  Mr.  Atwood’s  flock. 
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The  history  of  Stephen  Atwood’s  early  operations  as  a  sheep- 
breeder  is  based  mainly  upon  a  series  of  memoranda  made  by  him 
at  various  dates  from  1810  to  1831.  Those  which  chiefly  concern 
the  Atwood  flock,  properly  so  called,  begin  with  the  date  June, 
1813.  We  present,  however,  entries  of  dates  prior  to  that,  which 
demonstrate  conclusively  that  Mr.  Atwood  fully  understood  that 
the  sheep  bred  by  him  in  1810,  ’ll  and ’12  were  not  “  full  blood,” 
that  is,  pure  Humphreys.  They  also  show  that  he  appreciated  the 
value  of  blood  in  that  he  used  the  full-blood  ram  owned  by  Mr. 
Bacon.  It  is  to  be  noted,  further,  that  he  is  careful  to  state  the 
exact  fraction  representing  the  proportion  of  pure  blood  in  the  ewes 
he  owned  and  the  rams  he  used  upon  them.  These  memoranda 
are  as  follows  : 

Oct.  12,  1810,  took  13  lialf-blood  and  one  tliree-fourtlis  ewe  to  Doctor  B. 

Stoddard’s  full-blood  buck. 

♦ 

Oct.  29,  1810,  took  tliree-quarters-blood  ewes  to  Bacon’s  full-blood  buck. 

Nov.  1,  took  four  ewes  to  Bacon’s  full-blood  buck;  and  the  smut  three- 
eighths  went  to  the  Bacon  ram  Nov.  10. 

Plat  ewe  and  Beardsley  ewe — two  tliree-fourtlis  ewres — went  to  Bacon’s  ram 
between  the  first  of  November  and  time  of  S.  Atwood’s  ewes  going  to  the 
Stoddard  buck. 

Turned  in  the  two  best  half-blood  rams  with  the  ewes  29tli  of  October,  1811. 

The  foregoing  are  of  little  account  except  for  the  purpose  named. 
We  now  come  to  the  memoranda  of  real  importance.  It  will  be 
seen  by  reference  to  the  preceding  history  of  the  Atwood  flock  that 
its  foundation  dates  from  the  purchase  of  the  Riggs  ewe.  Previous 
to  that  time  Mr.  Atwood  did  not  breed  pure  sheep,  as  he  had  no 
pure-blood  ewes;  although  he  did  use  full-blood  rams  upon  such  as 
lie  had.  But  having  a  pure-blood  ewe  in  the  one  he  bought  of 
Mr.  Riggs,  he  thenceforth  had  pure  blood  on  both  sides  of  e.we  and 
ram  and  kept  these  pure-bloods  distinct  from  the  other  sheep  that 
lie  owned.  The  memoranda  continue: 

Bought  of  John  Riggs  in  June,  1813,  one  full-blooded  ewe  six  years  old  and 
put  her  to  W.  K.  Lampson’s  full-blood  buck,  and  in  the  spring  following 
she  had  twins — one  ram  and  one  ewe  lamb.  Took  off  her  fleece  June  1st,  1814, 
3  pounds  9  ouncesot  wool,  and  sold  it  to  W.  Iv.  Lampson  for  $1.21  per  pound. 
Took  the  old  ewe  in  the  fall  of  1814  to  Azael  Bronson’s  full-blood  buck  and  in  the 
spring  of  1815  she  had  twins — one  ram  and  one  ewe  lamb.  The  old  ewe  and 
the  two-year-old  sheared  13  pounds  of  wool  which  we  sold  to  General  Tompson 
for  13  dollars. 

October  23,  1815,  took  the  old  ewe  to  W.  K.  Lampson’s  full-blood  buck  and 
brought  her  home  November  — . 
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Samuel  Nettleton  told  me  that  the  ewe  was  ridded  November  1,  1815. 

Took  the  yearling  ewe  to  Azael  Bronson’s  full-blood  buck  November  2,  1815, 
and  she  lay  with  the  ram  till  December  1,  and  then  we  took  her  awray  not 
ridded. 

The  first  year  that  we  took  the  old  ewe  to  W.  K.  Lampson’s  wre  gave  him  one 
dollar  and  the  next  year  we  took  her  to  Azael  Bronson’s  we  gave  him  fifty 
cents  and  thirty-six  cents  for  keeping  her  and  her  lamb  down  there  three 
weeks. 

October,  1815,  we  gave  W.  K.  Lampson  fifty  cents  for  taking  the  old  ewe, 
and  Samuel  H.  Nettleton  did  ask  nothing  for  keeping. 

Weighed  the  year-old  ram  October,  1815.  Weighed  108  pounds.  I  put  him 
to  12  ewes  of  my  own  and  12  of  N.  and  E.  Atwood,  no  more— 24. 

March  31,  1816,  the  old  full-blood  ewe  lambed  and  had  only  one  lamb,  an 
ewe,  from  W.  K.  Lampson’s  full-blood  buck. 

April  9,  1816,  the  two-year-old  lambed  and  had  a  ram  lamb  from  Bronson’s 


full-blood  buck.

It  is  clear  from  the  above  how  the  old  Humphreys  or  Riggs 
■ewe  was  coupled  during  the  first  three  years  after  she  came  into 
Mr.  Atwood’s  possession,  namely,  twice  with  Lampson’s  ram  and 
once  with  Bronson’s  ram.  Heretofore  there  has  been  nothing  to 
indicate  what  was  the  blood  of  these  two  gentlemen’s  flocks  or  how 
they  bred  them.  In  order  to  establish  this  material  point  we  have 
obtained  the  statements  of  old  residents  of  the  vicinity.  They 
make  plain  the  reputation  of  these  two  flocks  in  respect  to  blood. 
First  we  quote  from  Mr.  Horace  Manville’s  statement.  He  was  20 
years  old  in  1815,  and  at  that  age  and  living  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood,  would  have  been  likely  to  know  accurately  the  facts. 
He  says: 

I,  Horace  Manville  of  Woodbury,  Ct.,  certify  that  I  was  born  in  Middlebury, 
Ct. ,  in  the  year  1795,  and  that  I  have  always  lived  in  this  vicinity,  and  most  of 
my  life  within  two  miles  of  Ilumphreysyille.  I  was  well  acquainted  with 
Col.  Humphreys.  I  knew  W.  K.  Lampson  of  this  town  and  Azael  Bronson  of 
Middlebury,  Ct.,  very  well.  They  owned  and  bred  pure  Humphreys  sheep. 
I  knew  John  Riggs.  He  was  a  good  farmer  and  lived  within  two  miles  of 
Humphreys’  factory. 

The  affidavits  of  Robert  Camp  of  Watertown,  which  adjoins 
Middlebury,  Ct.,  of  Gilbert  Atwood  of  the  same  town,  of  A  if  red 
Bronson  of  Middlebury,  and  of  William  and  Ashael  Tyler,  the 
former  of  Middlebury  and  the  latter  of  Waterbury,  Ct.,  contain 
additional  evidence  of  the  same  tenor.  Mr.  Camp  says  :  “I  know 
of  the  reputation  of  Mr.  Azael  Bronson’s  flock  of  sheep.  I  was 
born  and  brought  up  in  this  town,  of  which  Mr.  Bronson  was  a 
resident  from  my  boyhood  till  he  died.  I  was  at  Mr.  Bronson’s 
often,  and  often  heard  him  speak  of  his  sheep  and  say  that  they 
were  pure-bred  Spanish  Merinos  and  that  Gen.  Humphreys  imported 
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them  from  Spain.  Mr.  Bronson  enjoyed  the  reputation  of  being- 
the  first  to  introduce  them  into  this  vicinity.”  Mr.  Atwood  says:  “  I 
well  remember  the  flock  of  Merino  sheep  of  Azael  Bronson  of  Mid- 
dlebury,  Ct. ;  have  been  there  and  seen  them;  have  heard  him  say 
that  they  were  pure-bred  Spanish  Merinos  of  the  Humphreys 
importation,  and  that  he  had  always  kept  them  so.  I  also  know 
that  he  enjoyed  that  reputation  so  long  as  he  kept  them.”  Alfred 
Bronson  says:  “  I  am  now  80  years  old  ;  have  always  lived  within 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  Azael  Bronson  place,  and  I  endorse  the 
statement  of  Mr.  Gilbert  Atwood  as  true  according  to  my  knowl¬ 
edge.”  Mr.  William  Tyler  says:  u  I  have  always  lived  within  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  Azael  Bronson  place,  and  I  endorse  the 
statements  of  Gilbert  Atwood  and  Alfred  Bronson.”  Mr.  Ashael 
Tyler  says  :  u  I  was  born  and  brought  up  within  one  mile  of  Azael. 
Bronson’s  place  in  Middlebury,  Ct,  and  lived  there  nearly  all  the 
time  till  I  was  40  years  old;  and  I  endorse  the  statement  of  Gilbert 
Atwood  as  to  the  breeding  and  reputation  of  Azael  Bronson’s  flock 
of  sheep — that  they  were  originally  from  the  Humphreys  importa¬ 
tion  and  were  always  kept  pure  in  that  blood.” 

Regarding  Mr.  Lampson’s  flock  Mr.  Manville  is  the  only  witness, 
but  his  words  are  to  the  point.  He  says:  “I  knew  Wm.  K.  Lamp- 
son.  He  oivned  and  bred  pure  Humphreys  sheep” 

Nov.  5,  1*816,  took  the  three  full-blood  ewes  to  Joseph  Nettleton’s  full-blood 
buck  at  50  cents  each. 

Two-year-old  ewe  went  to  the  full-blood  buck  November  15.  Old  ewe  went 
to  the  full-blood  buck  November  19.  Year  old  ewe  went  to  the  full-blood  buck 
November  22.  Paid  John  Pairtria  for  the  3  $1.50. 

March  3d,  1817,  took  the  full-blood  lamb  that  came  from  our  two-year-old 
ewe  April  9,  1816,  down  to  Derby  and  exchanged  with  Leman  Stone,  even,  for 
one  of  the  same  age  that  came  of  the  old  Cutler  ewe  1816. 

April  15,  1817,  tliree-year-old  f.  b.  ewe  lambed  from  J.  Nettleton’s  full- 
blood  buck  ;  ram  lamb. 

Old  ewe  lambed  April  19,  1817;  had  two  ram  lambs  from  Joseph  Nettleton’s 
full-blood  buck. 

Two-year-old  ewe  lambed  April  21,  1817;  ram  lamb,  from  J.  Nettleton’s 
full-blood  buck. 

Sheared  June  1,  1817,  full-bloods. 

Two  strains  of  blood — though  both  Humphreys — outside  that 
of  Mr.  Atwood’s  own  flock  are  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  mem¬ 
oranda.  The  flock  of  Leman  Stone  will  be  accounted  for  later  on. 
Concerning  Joseph  Nettleton’s  flock  we  have  this  unquestionable 
statement: 

Watertown,  Ct.,  Feb.  4,  1886. 

I,  John  H.  Nettleton,  of  Litchfield  Co.,  Ct. ,  certify  that  I  was  born  in  this 
town  in  1807;  have  always  lived  in  this  town  and  had  always  been  engaged 
in  the  sheep  business  np  to  1856.  I  came  into  possession  of  my  father’s,  Sam¬ 
uel  H.  Nettleton’s,  flock,  and  also  of  what  were  left  of  my  greatuncle’s,  Joseph 
Nettleton’s,  flock.  My  uncle  Joseph  and  my  father  kept  pure  Humphreys 
sheep  and  always  bred  them  so,  aud  I  kept  them  along  until  1856,  at  which 
time  I  sold  the  last.

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Mr.  Atwood’s  memoranda  continue: 

Nov.  1,  1817,  put  our  full-blood  ewes  to  our  bucks,  old  ewe  and  long-liorned 
to  the  Stone  ram  and  the  other  to  the  fine  ram. 

Year-old  ewe  ridded  by  the  fine  ram  Nov.  2,  1818. 

Old  ewe  ridded  by  the  Stone  ram  Nov.  7,  1817. 

Three-year-old  ewe  ridded  by  the  fine  ram  Nov.  9,  1817. 

Longhougli  2-year-old  ewe  Nov.  14,  1817, ‘Stone  ram  ridded. 

Two-year-old  ewe  lambed  April  2;  had  an  ewe  lamb  by  fine  buck.  Old  ewe 
lambed  April  8;  had  two  ewe  lambs  by  the  Stone  ram.  Four-year-old  ewe 
lgrnbed  April  9,  had  one  ewe  and  one  buck  by  the  fine  ram.  Longhougli  ewe 
lambed  April  31;  supposed  fine  buck,  ram  lamb. 

Sold  July  to  Ben jaminiJDef orest  97  pounds  of  full-blood  wool  for  .75  per 
pound. 

In  the  fall  of  1818  we  lost  the  two  ewe  lambs  that  came  of  the  old  ewe  in  the 
spring  of  1818.  The  lambs  were  from  Stone  buck. 

Nov.  3,  1818,  put  in  two  white  ewes  with  our  fine  buck.  Nov.  3,  1818,  put 
in  the  other  two  with  best  year-old  ram. 

Big  white  ewe  lambed  April  9,  1819;  ewe  lamb  from  fine  buck.  Youngest 
ewe  lambed  April  11,  1819;  ewe  lamb  from  fine  buck.  Old  ewe  lambed  April 
18,  1819;  had  two  ewe  lambs  from  our  best  two-year-old  buck.  Longhough 
ewe  lambed  April  19th,  1819;  ewe  lamb  from  our  best  two-year-old  buck. 

June  1,  sheared  7  full-bloods. 

Here  again  the  Stone  flock  is  referred  to  ;  the  ram  that  Mr. 
Atwood  got  of  Stone  in  March,  1817,  having  been  put  to  use  for 
stock  purposes.  Mr.  Horace  Manville  of  Woodbury,  whose  testi¬ 
mony  on  other  points  has  been  quoted,  says  that  Mr.  Stone  owned 
and  bred  pure  Humphreys  sheep. 

The  memoranda  go  on  as  follows: 

Nov.  19,  1819,  wrent  down  and  got  Azael  Bronson’s  old  full-blood  buck  and 
turned  him  in  with  5  full-blood  ewes,  and  turned  in  the  Longhough  ewe  with 
our  best  two-year-old  buck,  Nov.  13,  1819. 

Took  the  Longhough  ewe  Dec.  22. 

Took  home  Azael  Bronson’s  buck  27tli  of  Dec.,  1819.  Bronson’s  buck  ridded 
old  ewe  and  one-year-old  ewe. 

Year-old  ewe  lambed  Jan’y  9,  1820,  ewe  lamb.  Long;  ewe  lambed  Jan  11, 
buck;  Splitliougli  Jan.  13,  buck. 

Feb’y  18,  1820,  the  oldest  ewe  that  we  raised  died  because  the  lamb  was 
mortified.  Lost  the  lamb  that  came  of  the  year-old  ewe  and  the  lamb  that 
came  of  Splitliougli.  They  were  about  a  amontli  old  when  they  died. 

About  the  middle  of  Sept.,  1820,  one  of  our  young  ewes  had  a  lamb,  ewe 
lamb,  from  our  buck. 

Oct.  14,  1820,  bought  of  Daniel  Bacon  two  full-blooded  bucks,  one  pure 
Humphreys  four  years  old,  the  other  about  ^  Huumplireys  and  and  half  Guad- 
aloupe,  2  years  old,  at  5  doll  apiece,  $10. 

I  put  my  ewes  with  the  Guadaloupe  buck,  Nov.  11,  1820. 

Turned  in  big  Bacon  buck  with  our  nine  full-blood  ewes  Nov.  15,  1820. 

It  appears  from  the  lust  of  the  preceding  entries  and  from  that 
of  November  10,  1821,  that  Stephen  Atwood  and  his  father  were  in 
partnership  in  the  sheep  business ;  and  that  they  had  two  distinct 
flocks,  which  were  kept  entirely  separate.  Stephen  Atwood’s  own 
sheep  were  apparently  of  mixed  blood  at  this  time,  that  is,  not  pure 
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Humphreys,  while  the  partnership  Sock  Avas  pure  Humphreys. 
That  there  was  such  a  partnership  is  evident  from  the  use  of  the 
word  “  our  ”  in  the  November  15,  1820,  entry,  and  in  that  of  Nov¬ 
ember  10,  1821,  and  also  from  the  division  chronicled  under  date 
March  14,  1823.  It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  “  big  Bacon  buck  ” 
— the  pure  Humphreys  one — is  always  used  on  the  ewes  designated 
as  “  our”;  while  the  “  half  Guadaloupe  ”  ram  is  put  only  to  “  my” 
ewes.  Mr.  Manville,  in  his  statement  to  which  reference  has  been 
made,  classes  Daniel  Bacon  with  Wm.  K.  Lampson  and  Leman 
Stone,  saying  they  “  all  owned  and  bred  pure  Humphreys  sheep,” 

March  10,  1821,  that  old  ewe  bought  of  John  Riggs  died,  14  years  old.  Old 
age. 

Spring  of  1821  had  8  ewes,  9  lambs,  5  bucks  and  4  ewes. 

Sheared  June,  1821,  22  full-blood  sheep  and  they  sheared  102  pounds. 

Aug.  lost  two  full-blood  lambs,  one  eve  and  one  wether. 

Nov.  10,  1821,  turned  in  the  big  Bacon  ram  with  our  eight  full-blood  ewes. 

A  little  ewe  that  came  in  Sept.,  1820,  died  Dec.  4,  1821. 

Spring  of  1822  raised  8  full-blood  lambs;  saved  2  bucks. 

Nov.  1,  1822,  turned  in  old  Bacon  buck  with  7  full-blood  ewes. 

March  14,  1828,  divided  full-blood  sheep  with  Noble  Atwood  thus:  I  took 
big  buck  that  we  raised  and  two-year-old  buck  this  spring  and  biggest  ram 
lamb,  and  he  took  two  Bacon  bucks  and  little  ram  lamb.  The  fleece  on  the 
old  Bacon  buck  and  the  fleece  on  the  year-old  buck  we  are  to  weigh;  I  am 
to  have  half  of  . the  wool  on  said  two  bucks.  Then  turned  up  for  choice  and  I 
got  first  choice  and  picked  one  and  one  until  we  had  divided  14  wethers  that  I 
kept.  Then  turned  up  again  for  choice  and  it  fell  to  N.  A.  to  choose  first; 
picked  one  and  one  until  all  gone,  N.  A.  last  pick.  Left  us  18  apiece.  My 
18  I  guess  are  about  so  old.  gpjjp  (See  next  page.) 

I  sold  Oct.,  1823,  one-year-old  buck,  fall-blood,  to  M.  C.  Calpin  of  Win¬

These  memoranda  comprise  about  all  that  is  known  of  Mr.  Atwood’s 
flock  during  the  period  from  1813  to  1830,  and  those  covering  two  or 
three  of  the  years  included  in  this  period  cannot  be  found.  They  are 
given  as  they  stand  in  the  diaries  with  only  so  much  of  comment  as 
is  necessary  in  order  to  clear  up  doubtful  points.  The  quotations 
from  statements  and  affidavits  are  made  use  of  where  something  of 
an  authentic  character  was  needful  to  confirm  the  most  obvious 
interpretations  of  the  memoranda.  We  have  attempted  to  set  up 
or  brace  up  no  theory,  but  simply  to  rid  the  memoranda  of  obscur¬ 
ities  in  so  far  as  this  could  be  done  without  assumption  of  knowl¬ 
edge  that  neither  we  nor  any  one  else  can  possess  or  procure  at  this 
late  day.  We  have  not  taken  the  liberty  to  say  what  Mr.  Atwood 
probably  did  or  did  not  do,  as  has  been  the  case  with  some  of  those 
who  have  written  upon  the  topic.  The  fact  is,  and  it  requires  no 
guesswork  to  substantiate  it,  that  Mr.  Atwood’s  statements  and 
those  of  his  neighbors  and  intimate  friends  prove  beyond  a  doubt 
that  during  the  time  of  which  we  are  writing  his  flock  of  pure 
Humphreys  blood,  which  had  its  foundation  in  the  purchase  of  the 
Riggs  ewe  in  1813,  was  maintained  in  its  purity.  No  candid  reader 
can  reach  any  other  conclusion. 
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LIFE  OF  EDWIN  HAMMOND. 


The  life  of  the  Hon.  Edwin  Hammond,  late  of  Middlebury,  Vh 
whose  portrait  is  given  herewith,  may  be  briefly  sketched  as  fol¬ 
lows  : — 

He  was  born  in  Middlebury,  Vt.,  on  the  20th  of  May,  1801,  and 
always  lived  within  a  short  distance  of  his  birthplace.  He  was  a 
descendant  of  one  of  those  English  families  that  came  to  America 
and  settled  in  Rhode  Island  in  1634.  His  father,  Elnathan,  was  a 
son  of  John  A.  and  grandson  of  Elnathan  Hammond,  and  was  born 
at  Newport,  R.  I.,  December  16,  1760.  Elnathan  the  younger 
married,  November  5,  1790,  Deborah,  daughter  of  John  Carr,  Jr, 
and  moved  to  Middlebury,  Vt.  Seven  children,  four  daughters 
and  three  sons,  were  born  to  them.  Abigail,  the  youngest  child, 
is  still  living.  On  the  28th  of  December,  1828,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch  married  Alpa,  daughter  of  Erastus  Olmsted,  Esq.,  of  Mid¬ 
dlebury,  Vt.  They  had  three  children — Seymour,  Elizabeth  and 
(Jeorge. 

At  an  early  age  Edwin  Hammond  and  his  brother,  Wil¬ 
liam  S.,  began  farming  together  and  at  once  entered  into  the 
business  of  raising  sheep,  cattle  and  horses.  At  one  time  they  kept 
as  many  as  one  thousand  sheep.  They  bred  the  Saxony  almost 
exclusively  until  1844.  But  they  found  that  it  did  not  pay  to  raise 
this  class  of  sheep  and  their  attention  was  turned  towards  the- 
Merinos.  Some  of  these  had  been  imported  into  Vermont  from 
Connecticut,  ai\d  Mr.  Hammond  was  well  pleased  with  them.  He 
therefore,  in  January,  1844,  in  company  with  Mr.  R.  P.  Hall  of 
Cornwall,  Vt.,  started  for  Mr.  Atwood’s  in  Connecticut  and  made 
purchase  of  them.  In  1845  and  ’46  these  gentlemen  purchased 
t  hers  from  the  same  place.  The  Hammonds  were  well  located  for 
uccess  in  breeding  improved  sheep.  William  acted  as  shepherd  and 
manager,  and  Edwin  made  the  selections  and  directed  the  breed¬ 
ing  of  the  flock.  William  S.  died  May  27,  1858. 

About  1850  the  improvement  of  their  flock  began  to  attract  public 
attention  and  prominent  sheep-breeders  sought  the  sheop  bred  by 
them.  The  reputation  of  the  flock  extended  to  other  sections,  and 
an  extraordinary  demand  for  them  arose,  both  at  home  and  abroad,, 
and  prices  became  fabulous.  The  demand  was  met  in  a  measure 
by  the  breeders  of  Addison  County  who  had  bred  direct  from  their 
flock.  So  great  grew  the  fame  of  the  Hammond  flock  that  visi¬ 
tors  came  from  all  sections  of  the  country,  until  at  one  period  his, 
hospitable  home  had  the  appearance  of  a  prosperous  hotel. 
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“  Edwin  Hammond,”  says  one  well  qualified  to  judge,  “  was 
the  leading  breeder  of  his  time  and  made  greater  and  more  rapid 
strides  in  the  improvement  of  Merino  Sheep  than  any  breeder  pre¬ 
ceding  him.” 

Amid  all  the  changes  and  fluctuations,  and  notwithstanding  the 
shadows  that  overcast  wool  growing,  he  never  wavered  from  his 
purpose  to  produce  a  superior  race  of  sheep.  His  renown  as  a 
sheep-breeder  has  been  recorded  in  the  annals  of  agricultural  prog¬ 
ress  in  State  and  Nation,  and  coming  generations  will  honor  his 
contributions  to  the  department  of  scientific  breeding. 

In  other  departments  of  agriculture  he  was  a  leading  spirit  and 
prominent  actor.  Among  the  founders  of  the  Vermont  State  Agri¬ 
cultural  Society,  he  was  ever  earnest  in  his  labors  to  promote  its 
interests,  and  was  President  of  the  Society  for  a  number  of  years. 
To  his  caution,  counsel  and  fidelity  are  due  much  of  its  prosperity. 
He  was  one  of  the  originators  of  the  Addison  County  Agricultural 
Society  and  gave  his  aid  and  advice  in  the  formation  of  the  New 
England  Agricultural  Society,  and  of  the  National  Wool-growers’ 
Association.  He  was  one  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  latter 
and  was  associated  with  the  National  Manufacturers’  Association 
in  framing  the  schedule  on  wool  and  woolens  which  formed  the 
basis  of  the  tariff  act  of  1867  ;  and  he  appeared  before  the  Ways 
and  Means  Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  present 
its  claims  for  a  favorable  consideration. 

He  represented  his  town  in  the  General  Assembly  of  Vermont  in 
the  years  1S58  and  1859  and  served  upon  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee.  In  1864  he  was  a  delegate  to  the  National  Republican 
Convention.  He  was  a  member  of  the  corporation  of  Middlebury 
College  for  many  years  and  often  contributed  generously  to  its 
funds.  At  an  early  period  he  became  a  member  of  the  Congrega¬ 
tional  church  and  was  one  of  its  leading  members  at  the  time  of 
his  death. 

This  is  in  brief  the  career  of  a  remarkable  man.  In  form,  tall 
and  erect,  his  countenance  was  animated,  and  his  general  appear¬ 
ance  showed  him  to  be  no  ordinary  person.  Dignified,  affable  and 
unassuming  in  manner,  he  was  simple  in  his  habits  and  tastes. 
His  character  was  formed  amid  varied  and  somewhat  severe  disci¬ 
pline,  and  he  was  an  individual  of  great  force,  resolution  and 
moral  courage.  He  was  conservative  and  cautious,  but,  once 
formed,  his  opinions  were  clear  and  sharply  defined,  and  were 
adhered  to  with  great  tenacity.  His  prejudices,  like  his  temper¬ 
ament,  were  decided  and  strong.  His  conclusions  were  reached  by 
deliberate  thought,  and  were  always  unbiased  by  considerations  of 
policy  or  expediency.  He  shrank  from  public  display  and  official 
position,  and  never  assumed  a  responsibility  he  might  not  be  able 
satisfactorily  to  discharge.  He  never  accepted  office  from  the 
impulse  of  ambition.  His  friendships  were  ardent  and  lasting. 
Many  will  remember  his  home,  his  hospitality,  his  cheerful, 
manly  bearing,  as  the  head  of  his  household  and  their  host. 
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lie  died  after  a  somewhat  protracted  illness,  December  31,  1370, 
aged  70  years.  He  left  a  widow  and  two  sons,  Edwin  S.,  of  Fond 
dn  Lac,  Wis.,  and  George,  who  owns  and  lives  upon  the  old  home¬ 
stead  an*d  is  Secretary  of  this  Club. 

Men  like  Edwin  Hammond  form  our  social  wealth.  They  are 
ligatures  which  bind  society  together  and  keeps  it  in  just  propor¬ 
tion.  In  a  country  like  ours  the  true  conservative  element  is

derived  from  such  qualities  as  he  possessed.  He  carried  with  him 
an  air  of  reliability.  He  was  rich  in  the  confidence  and  esteem  of 
the  community  that  was  honored  by  his  name  and  memory. 


THE  EDWIN  HAMMOND  ENOCH. 

UP  TO  THE  TIME  OE  HIS  DEATH. 


The  history  of  the  Spanish  Merino  sheep  having  been  traced 
from  the  earliest  centuries  down  to  the  importation  of  David  Hum¬ 
phreys  and  also  the  foundation  of  a  race  by  Stephen  Atwood  from 
one  ewe  of  the  Humphreys  flock,  attention  is  next  attracted  to 
the  flock  of  Edwin  Hammond,  by  whose  study,  observations  and 
experiments  the  race,  so  founded,  was  bettered  to  such  a  degree 
that  to-day  it  stands  unrivaled  and  may  truthfully  be  called  the 
most  renowned  in  the  world.  It  is  not  our  purpose  to  indulge  in 
elaborate  encomiums,  but  to  give  the  plain  facts  of  history  and  to 
state  the  methods  by  which  these  important  results  have  been 
attained. 

The  day  has  passed  for  elaborate  essays  on  the  management  of 
sheep  and  the  production  of  a  particular  quality  or  length  of  staple. 
Every  intelligent  breeder  understands  these  things.  It  only 
remains  to  give  the  history  of  this  celebrated  flock  of  straight- 
bloods  in  the  hands  of  the  Hammonds  and  their  cotemporaries. 
The  reason  that  this  should  be  done  is  apparent ;  for  through  this 
family  must  be  traced,  in  the  future,  most  of  the  straight-blooded 
Merino  sheep  of  America. 

The  transmission  of  the  Atwood  blood  through  the  Hammond- 
Sanford  flocks,  unmixed  with  the  scions  of  any  other  race,  is  a  sub¬ 
ject  worthy  of  the  attention  of  flock-masters  who  desire  to  estab¬ 
lish  flocks  of  unquestioned  pedigree,  and  having  hardiness  of  con¬ 
stitution,  weight  of  fleece,  length  of  staple  and  fineness  of  wool. 
This  breed  has  become  a  law  unto  itself,  distinct  and  independent 
in  these  essential  dualities.

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Messrs.  W.  S.  and  Edwin  Hammond  of  Middlebury,  Yt.,  and 
Mr.  R.  P.  Hall  of  Cornwall,  Vt.,  purchased  from  Stephen  Atwood 
of  Woodbury,  Ct.,  and  his  neighbors,  (these  latter  were  certified  by 
the  sellers  as  being  full-blooded  from  Mr.  Atwood's  flock,  ^nd  by 
Mr.  Atwood  as  being  pure  Humphreys)  over  one  hundred  ewes 
and  rams.  They  also  bought  of  Mr.  Joseph  L.  Bailey  six 
ewes,  which  were  bred  one  year  and  the  original  stock  and 
the  increase  then  disposed  of.  In  one  instance  the  entire  lot 
of  ewe  lambs  of  one  year  was  bought ;  in  another,  one-third  of  the 
old  ewes,  Mr.  Atwood  taking  the  first  and  third  and  the  Messrs. 
Hammonds  and  Hall  the  second  of  each  trio.  From  these  several 
purchases  have  come  the  improved  Merino  represented  by  the 
Hammond  flock.  They  were  kept  within  their*  own  blood,  and  the 
Atwood  blood  has  been  thus  preserved  intact.  For  eighty  years 
and  over,  the  Humphreys  blood  has  been  kept  pure  in  the  United 
States.  Some  of  the  most  forcible  illustrations  of  this  fact  are  the 
pedigrees  of  the  celebrated  rams  Sweepstakes,  Gold  Drop,  Green 
Mountain  and  others  of  his  flock,  which  have  wider  individual 
fame  than  any  other  stock  rams  in  the  world.  In  the  case 
of  Gold  Drop,  every  trace  of  his  blood  goes  back  seven  genera¬ 
tions  to  rams  and  ewes  purchased  of  Stephen  Atwood.  The  whole 
flock  to  this  day  has  been  kept  within  its  blood  and  it  has  improved 
with  each  generation.  A  few  ewes  were  purchased  at  two  or  three 
different  times, — about  thirty  on  one  occasion  of  Mr.  Townsend  of 
Wallingford,  Vt.,  and  one  half  of  the  D.  &  G.  Cutting  flocks. 
Twenty-six  of  these  were  sold  to  Mr.  Sanford  in  1854 ;  six 
were  bought  of  Col.  Stowell  in  1864.  The  Stowed  and  Cutting 
ewes  never  dropped  lambs  upon  the  farm  and  the  Townsend  sheep 
only  once,  when  they,  with  their  increase,  were  all  sold  off.  Won¬ 
derful  results  were  reached  by  careful  selection  and  by  breeding 
from  those  of  their  own  raising. 

The  thoughtful  care  and  discretion  of  Edwin  Hammond  as  a 
breeder  are  happily  illustrated  by  a  story  published  in  the  Boston 
Evening  Courier  of  September  16,  1865.  The  narrative  runs: 
Mr.  Hammond  was  present  when  the  lamb  Gold  Drop,  which 
became  so  famous,  was  dropped.  He  turned  it  over  and  examined 
it  with  the  warmest  admiration,  and  exclaimed:  “  Welcome  I 
welcome  !  I  have  been  looking  for  you  fifteen  years  or  more,  and 
now  I  have  got  you.” 

The  evidence  of  eminent  judges  on  the  merits  of  the  flock  is 
given  rather  than  opinions  of  our  own,  which  fully  corroborate  the 
view  taken  by  others  of  the  value,  management  and  improvement 
of  Mr.  Hammond’s  fleck.  Henry  S.  Randall,  LL.  D.,  the  distin¬ 
guished  author,  says: 

“  The  great  leading  improver  of  the  family  has  been  Edwin  Hammond.  By 
a  perfect  understanding  and  exquisite  management  of  his  materials,  this  great 
breeder  lias  effected  quite  as  much  of  an  improvement  in  the  American  Merino 
as  Mr.  Bakewell  effected  among  the  Long-wooled  sheep  of  England.  He  has 
converted  the  thin,  liglit-boned,  smallish  and  imperfectly-covered  sheep  into

large,  round,  strong-boned  slieep,  models  of  compactness,  and  not  a  few  of 
them  almost  perfect  models  of  beauty  for  fine-wooled  sheep. 

I  examined  the  flock  nearly  a  week  in  February,  1863.  They  were  in  very 
high  condition,  though  the  ewes  were  fed  only  hay.  Two  of  these  weighed 
140  pounds  each;  a  number  would  reach  110  to  125  pounds. 

The  ram  Sweepstakes,  owned  by  Mr.  Hammond,  has  yielded  a  single  year’s 
fleece  of  unwashed  wool  weighing  27  pounds.  His  weight  in  full  fleece  is  about 
140  pounds.  Rams  producing  from  20  to  24  pounds  are  not  uncommon  in  the 
flock. 

Mr.  Hammond’s  sheep  exhibit  no  hardened  yolk  within  the  wool  and  but 
a  little  externally;  in  nearly  all  of  them  the  curves  of  the  wool  can  be  traced 
to  its  outer  tips.  They  are  dark  colored  because  they  have  an  abundance  of 
liquid  circulating  yolk.  The  great  weight  is  made  up,  not  by  the  extra 
amount  of  yolk,  but  by  the  extra  length  and  thickness  of  every  part  of  the 
fleece.  In  many  instances  it  is  nearly  as  long  and  thick  on  the  belly  and  legs, 
forehead,  cheeks,  etc. ,  as  on  the  back  and  sides.  It  is  of  a  high  medium 
quality  and  remarkably  even.  Mr.  Hammond  is  intentionally  breeding  it  back 
to  the  buff  tinge  of  the  original  Spanish  wool. 

In  every  respect  this  eminent  breeder  has  directed  his  whole  attention  to 
solid  values,  and  has  never  sacrificed  a  particle  of  it  to  attain  points  of  no 
value  or  of  less  value.  He  has  bred  exclusively  from  Mr.  Atwood’s  stock, 
sires  and  dams.” 

It  should  be  remembered  that  this  was  written  more  than  twenty- 
years  ago,  and  the  later  improvements  in  this  family  of  sheep  have 
been  as  marked  and  important  as  those  to  which  Dr.  Randall  makes 
allusion,  demonstrating  that  there  is  progression,  not  deterioration, 
in  the  race  of  Atwood-Hammond  flocks,  which  is  undeniably  due 
to  the  protection  and  care  given  to  the  transmission  of  straight 
blood  through  each  succeeding  generation.  We  might  quote  from 
the  writings  of  numerous  others  as  noted  as  Dr.  Randall,  but  his 
remarks  are  enough  to  establish  the  point  we  wish  to  make.  These 
commendations  from  the  most  eminent  of  American  authorities  are 
sufficient  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  all  flock-masters  the 
intrinsic  worth  and  superiority  of  the  family  of  sheep  which  it  is 
the  purpose  of  this  club  to  preserve  and  perpetuate. 

The  so-called  Hammond  flock  was  established  and  owned  in  com¬ 
mon  by  William  S.  and  Edwin  Hammond  until  the  death  of  the 
former,  May  8,  1858,  when  his  interest  descended  to  his  son,  Henry 
W.  Hammond  ;  and  in  1859  there  was  a  division  of  the  flock 
between  him  and  his  uncle  Edwin,  but  they  continued  to  use  their 
stock  rams  in  common.  Edwin  Hammond,  whose  fame  as  a  flock- 
master  is  world-wide  and  who  produced  some  of  the  most  valuable 
Atwood  Merinos  of  his  day,  continued  his  flock  until  1864,  when 
his  son,  George,  became  a  partner  with  his  father.  On  the  death  of 
Edwin  Hammond,  December  31,  1S70,  that  portion  came  to  George 
Hammond  and  has  since  come  under  his  control  and  superintend¬ 
ence.  The  average  number  of  sheep  has  been  about  two 
hundred. 
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Mr.  William  R.  Sanford,  son  of  Clark  and  Rebecca  (Conkey) 
Sanford,  was  born  in  Orwell,  Vt.,  March  4,  18U5.  Ilis  parents 
were  among  the  first  settlers  of  the  town.  He  still  lives  on  the 
farm  where  he  was  born.  He  received  the  common  school  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  times,  attended  Castleton  seminary,  and  spent  a  year  in 
the  Military  and  Scientific  academy  of  Capt.  Alden  Partridge,  at 
Middletown,  Ct. 

The  early  death  of  his  father  threw  upon  him  the  responsibility 
of  the  management  of  the  farm,  and  to  agricultural  pursuits  he  has 
mainly  devoted  his  life.  His  father  possessing  a  flock  of  sheep, 
his  attention  was  early  directed  to  their  care  and  improvement. 
He  made  additions  to  the  flock  by  a  purchase  of  what  were  called 
pure  bloods,  from  a  flock  at  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y.,  about  1830,  and, 
soon  after,  another  purchase  of  twenty-two  Spanish  Merinos,  bred 
by  Consul  William  Jarvis,  which  he  bred  to  rams  from  the  Cook 
and  Jarvis  flocks.  In  1846  he  purchased  a  ram  of  W.  S.  &  E. 
Hammond,  from  a  selection  of  lambs  of  that  year,  and  March  4, 
1847,  he  bought  the  celebrated  Old  Black.  The  history  of  his  flock 
can  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  work.  In  1851,  Mr.  Sanford,  in 
company  with  George  Campbell,  of  Westminster  West,  this  State, 
visited  France,  Spain  and  Germany,  and  examined  the  noted  flocks 
of  those  countries  with  a  view  to  selecting  and  purchasing  superior 
Spanish  sheep  if  they  could  be  found.  Two  rams  and  twenty- three 
ewes  were  bought  from  the  flock  of  Cuyhuot  &  Gilbert,  of  the 
French,  and  six  rams  and  twenty-five  ewes  from  the  Silician  flock 
of  Louis  Furchu,  of  Germany.  The  sheep  were  divided  upon  their 
arrival  home. 

Mr.  Sanford*  has  stood  in  the  front  rank  of  American  breeders, 
and  the  fame  of  his  flock  has  spread  throughout  the  country.  He 
has  been  an  active  and  useful  citizen  in  the  community  where  be 
resides,  and  in  other  public  relations.  He  has  held  most  of 
the  local  offices.  He  represented  Orwell  in  the  Legislature  of 
1853-54,  and  was  State  Senator  from  Addison  County  in  1857-58. 
He  was  appointed  assistant  doorkeeper  of  the  United  States  Senate 
in  1861  and  occupied  the  position  for  two  sessions.  He  always  took 
a  lively  interest  in  all  departments  of  agriculture,  and  was  among 
the  earliest  directors  of  the  Vermont  State  Agricultural  Society  ; 
is  now  the  senior  member  of  the  Board,  and  was  for  two  years  its 
President. 

He  was  long  the  friend  and  associate  of  Edwin  Hammond  and 
was  identified  with  him  in  his  efforts  to  produce  a  superior  race  of 
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sheep.  Being  an  earnest  man,  he  brought  his  knowledge  and  his 
energy  into  active  service  and  found  in  it  a  source  of  ample  and 
continued  enjoyment,  and  exerted  by  his  example  a  valuable  influ¬ 
ence  upon  others.  He  possessed  a  taste  for  the  breeding  of  fine 
sheep  and  a  strong  desire  for  the  improvement  of  flocks.  He  was 
an  expert  judge  of  thorough-bred  stock,  and  his  opinions  deserve 
to  be  given  weight  with  those  engaged  in  breeding.  In  all  these 
ways  Mr.  Sanford  has  rendered  a  valuable  service  to  the  agricul¬ 
tural  interests  of  Vermont,  and  his  name  will  long  be  associated 
with  the  progress  of  American  sheep  husbandry. 


THE  SANFORD  FROCK. 


In  1849  William  R.  Sanford  of  Orwell,  Vt  ,  purchased  of  Stephen 
Atwood  &  Sons  of  Woodbury,  Ct.,  twelve  ewes  as  the  foundation 
of  his  flock.  He  afterwards  bought  of  Mr.  Atwood  the  celebrated 
ram  Old  Black  and  eight  or  ten  ewes.  In  1854  he  purchased  of 
W.  R.  Remele  of  Middlebury,  Vt.,  thirty-six  ewes,  and  the  same 
year  in  company  with  the  Messrs.  Hammonds,  twenty-seven  of  the 
ewe  kind  from  13.  &  G.  Cutting.  Mr.  Sanford  taking  half  and  the 
Hammonds  half.  After  the  division  Mr.  Sanford  retained  his 
portion  of  the  Atwoods  and  disposed  of  the  balance  of  the  purchase. 
He  owned  four  or  five  stock  rams  in  company  with  Edwin  Ham¬ 
mond.  The  characteristics  of  the  flock  have  in  the  main  been 
identical  with  those  of  the  Hammond  flock — descandents  of  the- 
Humphreys  and  Atwood  family — and  have  been  improved  in  most 
points  to  a  degree  equal  to  the  improvements  of  the  Messrs.  Ham¬ 
mond.  He  bought  of  Victor  Wright  the  ram  California,  which' 
became  so  noted,  and  which  sired  several  rams  of  great  excellence, 
among  which  Comet  held  a  leading  position  and  made  great 
improvement  in  the  flock. 

The  flock  usually  numbered  about  200  head,  and  they  had  few 
equals  in  size  of  carcass,  density  and  weight  of  fleece.  For  several 
years  prior  to  the  time  it  was  sold,  Charles  Sanford,  the  son,  was  a 
partner  with  his  father.  The  flock  was  sold  in  1874  to  L.  J. 
Orcutt  for  Mr.  George  Hammond,  Middlebury,  Vt.,  the  present, 
owner  and  taken  to  his  place. 
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FLOCK  OF  C.  B.  COOK,  CHARLOTTE,  VERMONT. 

This  flock  commenced  in  October,  1841,  by  a  purchase  of  twenty- 
three  ewes  of  Stephen  Atwood  of  Woodbury,  Litchfield  County,  CL 
In  January,  1845,  six  ewes  of  the  same  party  and  five  ewe  lambs  of 
his  son  Chauncy  Atwood  were  purchased.  Until  1850  the  rams 
purchased  from  Mr.  Atwood  were  used.  From  1850  until  the  time 
the  flock  was  sold  to  Mr.  Jones,  of  West  Cornwall,  no  rams  were 
used  but  those  bred  by  Messrs  W.  S.  &  E.  Hammond  of  Middle- 
bury,  and  Henry  Thorp  of  Charlotte,  and  those  bred  within  the  flock. 


FLOCK  OF  N.  A.  SAXTON. 

This  flock  commenced  in  about  1847  by  a  small  purchase  of  ewes 
from  W.  S.  &  E.  Hammond.  He  bred  them  and  their  produce  to 
rams  from  the  Messrs.  Hammond  and  W.  R.  Sanford,  and  those 
bred  within  the  flock  until  1872,  when  he  used  a  ram  bred  by  0.  C. 
Bacon.  Mr.  Saxton  died  soon  alter  this  and  the  flock  was  all  sold 
out. 


FLOCK  OF  MR.  A.  F.  WILCOX,  FAYETTEVILLE,  N.  Y. 

In  a  letter  from  Mr.  Wilcox  to  the  secretary,  dated  Manlius,  New 
York,  December  4,  1885,  (the  present  home  of  Mr.  Wilcox,)  lie- 
says  : 

“  In  or  near  1865  I  purchased  of  Mr.  Silas  0.  Holyoke,  St.  Albans, 
Vermont,  some  twenty  or  twenty-five  young  ewes,  principally  the 
get  of  “  Hammond’s  Sweepstakes,”  and  all  from  the  stock  and  their 
descendants  purchased  by  Mr.  H.  of  Mr.  Edwin  Hammond.  I  sub¬ 
sequently  purchased  of  Mr.  Edwin  Hammond  some  fifteen  or  twenty 
ewes  and  the  rams  “Thousand  Dollar  ram”  and  “Wilcox’s 
Green  Mountain.” 

I  also  purchased  of  Mr.  Henry  W.  Hammond  in  1867  fifteen  addi¬ 
tional  ewes  including  Beauty,  fifth  by  Gold  Drop  from  Beauty  first. 
Thirteen  ewes  of  this  lot  dropped  lambs  in  my  barn  from  Green 
Mountain.  I  afterwards  used  Victor,  Dean’s  Little  Wrinkley  and 
several  rams  of  my  own  breeding.  Also  a  ram  bred  and  owned 
by  Mr.  Davis  Cossitt  of  Onondaga,  and  one  of  W.  R.  Sanford  of 
Orwell,  Vermont.  Aside  from  this  single  ram’s  get,  my  entire  flock 
of  sheep  up  to  1880  were  all  pure  blood  Hammond  sheep. 

In  the  year  1880,  used  a  ram  called  “  All  Right,”  owned  bv  Mr. 
Davis  Cossitt,  who  purchased  him  I  think  of  a  Mr.  Remele  or  Rock¬ 
well,  and  was  guaranteed  to  me  a  straight  Hammond  sheep.  I 
know  nothing  personally  of  his  breeding,  and  sold  all  his  ewe  lambs 
to  Mr.  David  Pierpoint,  Allen’s  Hill,  New  York,  in  1882.  The  main 
flock  of  ewes  numbering  about  one  hundred,  I  sold  to  Messrs.  W.  G. 
Markham,  Avon,  New  York,  and  Davis  Cossitt.  These  gentlemen 
purchased  the  flock  in  company  and  afterwards  divided  them. 

This  sale  was  made  in  March  1881. 
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FLOCK  OF  W.  R.  REMELE. 

This  flock  was  commenced  in  1845  in  partnership  with  R.  P.  Hall 
in  the  sheep  purchased  of  Stephen  Atwood.  In  1849  the  partner¬ 
ship  was  dissolved.  Mr.  Remele  taking  his  share  of  the  sheep  and 
breeding  them  to  rams  bred  by  Stephen  Atwood,  Messis.  Hammond, 
W.  R.  Sanford,  R.  P.  Hall  and  those  bred  within  the  flock  until  1875, 
when  they  were  crossed  with  the  Robbinson  and  bred  mostly  within 
that  line  since. 


THE  GILDINGS  FLOCK. 

This  flock  was  commenced  in  1854  by  Chapman  and  Henry  Gid- 
dings  from  a  purchase  of  thirty-two  young  ewes  from  the  Messrs. 
Hammond,  Middlebury,  Vermont.  They  were  bred  to  rams  from  the 
Hammond  flock  and  those  bred  by  W.  R.  Remele,  Henry  Thorp,  V. 
Wright,  and  those  bred  within  the  flock  until  about  1880,  when  they 
were  crossed  with  a  Paular  ram  and  bred  in  that  line  since. 


FLOCK  OF  JESSE  HINDS. 

In  1850  Mr.  Hinds  purchased  of  W.  S.  &  E.  Hammond  thirty-five 
•ewe  lambs,  and  at  one  or  two  other  times  a  few  ewes  were  purchased 
from  the  same  parties.  They  were  bred  to  rams  from  the  Hammond 
and  W.  R.  Sanford  flocks,  and  those  bred  within  the  flock.  About 
1866  or  ’7  Mr.  Hinds’  health  began  to  fail  him  and  he  turned  the 
flock  over  to  his  son  Edward  who  bred  it  in  the  same  line  until  about 
1874,  when  a  cross  was  made  with  a  Paular  ram. 


FLOCK  OF  J.  W.  CARTER,  RANDOLPH,  VERMONT. 

This  flock  commenced  in  1865  or  ’66,  by  the  purchase  of  ten  old 
ewes  of  Edwin  Hammond  &  Son,  Middlebury,  Vermont,  and  have 
ever  since  been  bred  to  rams  of  their  breeding,  George  Hammond, 
O.  &  E.  S,  Hall,  and  those  bred  within  the  flock. 


THE  ELITIIARP  FLOCK. 

The  Atwood  branch  of  Mr.  Prosper  Elitharp’s  flock  commenced 
in  1844  by  the  purchase  of  a  few  ewes  from  C.  B.  Cook,  of  Char¬ 
lotte,  Vermont.  In  1846  three  ewes  bought  of  \V.  S.  &  E.  Ham¬ 
mond,  bred  by  Stephen  Atwood.  The  following  year  a  small  number 
were  purchased  from  Stephen  Atwood  and  his  son  Chauncy.  He 
bred  America  (37),  and  Comet  (56),  quite  largely. 

In  1873  the  flock  was  all  sold. 
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FLOCK  OF  HASKELL  LEWIS. 

Commenced  his  flock  sometime  in  1852  or  ’3,  from  ten  old  ewes 
he  purchased  from  W.  S.  &  E.  Hammond  for  $250,  a  short  time 
after  he  purchased  eleven  more  from  the  same  firm  for  which  he  paid 
$1,100.  He  used  the  Hammond  rams  and  those  he  bred  until  lie 
sold  his  flock  and  moved  to  Delaware. 


FLOCK  OF  P.  C.  ABBEY. 

Mr.  Abbey  started  his  flock  in  18G5,  by  the  purchase  of  five  ewes 
of  Chapman  and  Henry  Giddings  ;  the  same  year  one  from  Dan. 
Giddings  that  was  bred  by  V.  Wright;  in  1871,  sixteen  ewes  from 
Henry  Giddings. 

He  bred  rams  of  his  own  raising  and  those  bred  by  H.  W. 
Hammond,  II.  Thorp  and  V.  Wright. 


FLOCK  OF  CHARLES  I.  BENEDICT. 

Commenced  his  flock  in  1852  by  the  purchase  of  twenty-five  ewes 
from  W.  S.  &  E.  Hammond,  February  9th,  1865.  Queen  No,  L 
purchased  of  E.  Hammond  &  Son  for  which  he  paid  $3,000,  the 
same  year  four  more  ewes  from  the  same  parties. 

Later  purchases  have  been  made  from  O.  &  E.  S.  Hall ;  A.  II. 
Hubbard  ;  and  of  A.  J.  Stow,  from  the  flock  of  A.  B.  Rose. 

He  bred  to  rams  bred  by  the  Messrs.  Hammond,  and  those  bred 
within  the  flock. 


FLOCK  OF  A.  B.  ROSE. 

Commenced  in  1862  by  the  purchase  of  ten  ewes  from  A.  J.  Stow, 
bred  by  him  from  stock  he  purchased  of  W.  S.  &  E.  Hammond  and 
A.  A.  Farnsworth.  The  Farnsworth  stock  was  from  R.  P.  Hall’s 
flock.  Mr.  Rose  bred  only  to  rams  from  N.  A.  Saxton,  F.  D.  Barton 
and  those  he  bred  within  the  flock. 


FLOCK  OF  L.  P.  CLARK. 

This  flock  commenced  in  1857  and  1858  by  the  purchase  of  three 
ewes  from  N.  A.  Saxton,  one  of  which  was  bred  by  W.  S.  &  E. 
Hammond,  also  two  ewes  of  Victor  Wright,  and  in  1875,  some  of 
Mrs.  Victor  Wright  bred  by  Mr.  Wright. 

Below  is  Mr.  Clark’s  statement  : 

My  flock  of  Merinos  are  descended  directly  from  ewes  bred  by  or 
purchased  of  Edwin  Hammond,  Victor  Wright  and  N.  A.  Saxton. 
I  have  never  used  or  bred  any  rams  but  those  bred  by  Edwin  Ham¬ 
mond,  Henry  Hammond,  Kelson  Saxton,  F.  D.  Barton,  Victor 
Wright,  W.  R.  Sanford  and  Col.  E.  S.  Stowell,  except  those  bred 
by  myself.  Such  is  the  history  of  my  present  flock  (June  27,  1877). 
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FLOCK  OF  E.  BRIDGE. 

Commenced  from  purchases  made  of  W.  R.  Sanford,  Orwell,  Ver¬ 
mont,  and  at  another  time  in  company  with  A.  E.  Perkins  bought 
several  from  the  same  party.  From  these  ewes  the  above  flock  has 
been  bred.  Rams  have  been  used  bred  by  Stephen  Atwood,  W.  R. 
Sanford,  Victor  Wright,  and  those  bred  within  the  flock.  Mr. 
Bridge  states  that  he  never  used  a  Paular  ram.  Owing  to  his  house 
being  burned  a  few  years  before  he  is  unable  to  give  data  of  above 
purchases.

America,  Ironsides,  Young  Ironsides,  Chunk  and  Young  Chunk 
were  used  quite  extensively  for  a  number  of  years. 

Soon  after  his  death  the  flock  was  crossed  with  the  Paular  breed 
and  has  since  been  disposed  of. 


FLOCK  OF  V.  M.  HUBBARD,  ROCHESTER,  VERMONT. 

Commenced  in  18G3  by  the  purchase  of  three  ewes  from  Stephen 
Atwood,  one  ram  of  George  S.  Atwood,  one  ewe  of  Eben 
Atwood,  and  three  ewes  from  Jonas  Hungerford,  Watertown,  Ct., 
the  latter  being  certified  to  as  being  pure  Atwood  blood.  In  March, 
1869,  Mr.  Hubbard  in  company  with  W.  M.  Huntington,  bought 
of  Eben  Atwood  twenty-five  ewes  and  one  ram  that  were  left  him 
from  his  father’s  estate  (Stephen  Atwood).  In  the  division  Mr. 
Hubbard  had  twenty  of  the  ewes  and  the  ram. 

November  8th,  1870,  8  ewes  were  bought  of  J.  W.  Campbell  that 
were  bred  by  V.  Wright  and  sold  to  J.  M.  Peck.  He  used  rams 
bred  by  S.  Atwood,  Col.  E.  S  Stowell,  A.  A.  Farnsworth,  one  ram 
bred  by  Severance  &  Welch  from  a  V.  Wright  ewe  and  Green 
Mountain  (124),  and  those  bred  within  the  flock. 


E.  S.  HAMMOND  FLOCK,  READING,  VERMONT. 

Commenced  in  the  fall  of  1856,  by  the  purchase  of  twelve  ewes 
and  two  ram  lambs  of  W.  S.  &  E.  Hammond,  of  Middlebury,  Vt. 
These  ewes  were  in  lamb  by  Messrs.  Hammond’s  stock  rams.  Later 
he  purchased  two  ewes  of  E.  D.  Searl,  Cornwall,  Vt.,  Nos.  57  and 
61,  in  lamb  by  F.  Hooker’s  rams. 

He  used  rams  from  W.  R.  Sanford,  A.  E.  Fuller,  and  those  bred 
within  his  flock.  Mr.  Hammond  used  a  ram  one  year  a  little  with 
some  Robinson  blood,  but  has  not  incorporated  any  of  the  blood 
into  his  main  flock.

THE  FOLLOWING  HAVE  BEEN  ADOPTED  SINCE 

PRINTING  THE  OTHERS. 

Rule  19.  Sheep  sold  to  non-members,  and  bought  back,  by 
members  of  the  club,  can  be  recorded  in  their  flocks  by  sending  the 
Secretary  a  certificate  from  the  seller  that  they  are  the  same  origin¬ 
al  sheep  represented  by  their  labels,  and  paying  a  fee  of  20  cents 
each. 

Rule  20.  Lambs  from  recorded,  sires  and  dams,  where  the 
individual  sire  or  dam  is  not  known  cannot  be  recorded,  except  in 
case  of  new  flocks.

Explanation  of  Pedigree. 

- :o: - 

In  finding  the  pedigree  of  either  ewe  or  ram  (except  Stock  rams) 
recorded  in  this  work,  it  will  be  found  that  each  pedigree  stops  at 
the  first  recorded  number,  except  in  a  few  cases,  where  sheep  have 
been  transferred  to  small  flocks  and  it  was  thought  better  to  run 
them  out  in  full,  rather  than  to  refer  them  to  the  original  flock. 
If  in  any  pedigree  a  number  comes  in  that  is  not  in  this  Register, 
the  pedigree  is  carried  along  in  full  until  some  recorded  number  is 
reached,  or  the  pedigree  completed;  as  in  pedigree  202,  page  73, 
where  you  will  see  a  recorded  No.,  was  not  reached  until  the  3d 
dam,  S.  S.  C.  8.,  which  you  will  find  by  turning  back  to  page  69. 

Or  as  in  pedigree  S.  0.  2.,  on  page  84  which  is  run  out  as  far  as 
we  can  go;  all  but  giving  the  history  of  Mr.  Holyoke’s  flock. 

Take  for  example;  J.  G.  144,  on  page  196,  dam  J.  G.  92;  turn 
back  to  page  194,  J.  G.  92,  and  her  dam  you  will  find  is  J.  G.  30. 
On  the  same  page  you  have  the  dam  of  J.  G.  30,  J.  G.  4,  and  back 
still  further  is  her  dam  J.  G.  2,  her  dam  bred  by  W.  S.  &  E.  Ham¬ 
mond.  This  is  all  the  pedigree  on  the  dam  side.  Now  take  up 
the  different  sires  from  their  numbers  and  run  them  out  and  you 
have  got  the  full  pedigree  on  both  sides.  It  would  be  impossible 
to  give  each  pedigree  in  full  as  there  would  be  to  much  repetition, 
therefore  we  have  adopted  this  method,  trusting  all  will  understand 
it  sufficiently  well  to  trace  any  pedigree  in  the  boc»k.  Remember 
Stock  Rams’  numbers  are  always  in  parenthesis,  not  the  label  num¬ 
bers.
